take any official action on the land use 
guide that will be presented by Roy Lay- 
man of McFadzean and Everly, Ltd., 
park and recreation planners. 


The firm has also been hired by the 


park district to oversee the development 
of park projects approved in last Decem- 
ber's referendum. 


ANOTHER spokesman for the Win- 


netka firm. Carl Fuerst. said the referen- 
dum was actually a vote of approval for 
the master plan. 


"Essentially, the main ingredients of 


the plan were approved by the passage 
of the referendum," Fuerst said. "About

Work on the plan that Fuerst described 


as "very neighborhood-oriented" began 
about eight months ago. He said a lack 
of time prevented the firm from com- 
pleting the master plan before the refer- 
endum. 


Exceptionally good cooperation be- 


tween local school and park officials 
prompted the planners to emphasize 
neighborhood parks in the plan, Fuerst 
said. 


"WHEN SCHOOLS and parks cooper- 


ate well as they do here in Wheeling, the 
taxpayer is the winner," he said. "The 


plan is designed to provide recreational 
facilities in all areas that kids can walk 
to. We feel that's important in a family 
community like this." 


The proposed plan examines current 


and anticipated local park and recreation 
needs and appraises existing park and 
recreation areas and facilities. It also in- 
cludes a guide for future expansion of 
the park district. 
McFadzean and Everly developed a sim- 
ilar master plan for the Buffalo Grove 
Park District in 1971. 


In other business, prior to the regular 


board meeting, the finance committee is 
scheduled to discuss the proposed 1973-74 
budget in a meeting set for 7 p.m. 


Ifs budget time; employes 
iveighing new proposals 


With the preparation of the annual 


Wheeling village budget under way, vil- 
lage employes have begun work on their 
proposals for the coming year. 


Members of the employes wage and 


salary committee have been preparing 
proposals for upcoming negotiations with 
the village board for about one month. 
Auggie Lockefeer, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said the group is now trying to 
determine which proposals are most ben- 
eficial to the most village employes. 


Lockefeer explained that each depart- 


ment elects its own representatives to 
serve on the committee. "The police de- 
partment has four, thrflre department 
has two, public works has two, the build- 
ing department has one, and so on down 
the line," he said. "They come back to 
the committee with the proposals from 
their departments." 


According to Lockefeer, the committee 


then examines these proposals to see 
how they would benefit the village em- 
ployes. "We try to get together and find 
out what we have in common," he said. 
"We try to find out what is a village 
m a t t e r rather than a department 
request." 


THE COMMITTEE chairman ex- 


plained that proposals effecting all vil- 
lage employes are presented by the com- 
mittee during negotiations with the 
board. "Our main thing is salaries and 
cost of living and things like that," he 
said. 


Other requests, such as a clothing al- 


lowance, effect one department more 
than the others. These proposals are pre- 
sented by the individual department rep- 
resentatives during negotiations. 


Once the wage and salary committee 


completes its list of proposals, the em- 
ploye requests are submitted to Village 
Mgr. George Passolt. "I review those 
and I make my recommendations to the 
board, and then we set a date," Passolt 
said. 


Passolt said while no date has been set 


to meet with the committee, be expects 
negotiations to take place near the end of 
the month. "I'm waiting until I get the 
request from the wage and salary com- 
mittee," he said. 


ACCORDING TO Passolt, work on the 


budget began in January. He explained 
that most village departments have al- 
ready handed in their budget proposals. 
"It's In the manager-review stage now," 
he said. 


Passolt said white his review of the 


budget proposals is not complete, he ex- 
pected the budget to be higher than last 
year's because of increased services and 
growth in the village. 


The manager said he will wait until 


after salary negotiations with the em- 
ployes to present the full budget. He said 
while there is no actual time restriction 
on passing the budget, he expected it to 
be ready by the end of April.

Firemen's residency ordinance changed 


Wheeling firemen no longer must live 


within the Wheeling Rural Fire Protec- 
tion District. 


The Wheeling Village Board has ap- 


proved an ordinance that allows full-time 
firemen to live within a seven-mile radi- 
us of the village hall. Previously, fire- 
men were required to move into the dis- 
trict within one year of joining the de- 
partment 


Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen said the or- 


dinance will make it easier for members 


of the department to find a place to live. 
He said the old ordinance often made it 
difficult for young members to find a 
home in their price range. 


The seven-mile radius includes parts of 


Des Plaines, Lake Forest, Highland 
Park, and Northbrook, as well as some 
of the Northwest suburbs. 


Koeppen noted that most fire depart- 


ments allow their men to live outside of 
their district. "And some go even further 
than seven miles," he added. 


According to Koeppen, some members 


of the Evanston Fire Department live in 
Wheeling and are within the limits set by 
their department. 


Trustees considering the revision in liv- 


ing requirements decided on the seven- 
mite rather than a more restrictive five- 
mile limit. They said as long as the radio 
alarm devices in the firemen's homes 
would be activated at that distance, 
there would be no problem. 


Wheel tax 
bill in 
state House

A bill that would give counties explicit 


power to levy a wheel tax in unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House. 


House BUI 515, sponsored by a down- 


state Republican, is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional in circuit 
court. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Basis for the ordinance is the home rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes. 


If the bill is passed, counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 
$10 to $20 per year per car with no fee 
limitations on commercial vehicles. The 
county ordinance imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $1S for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks. 


Rep. A. T. McMaster, R-Oneida, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill Js the result of hearings held by 
his committee last year. He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated 
they would like such a bill 


"I DON'T SAY I'm in support of an 


bills that came out of our bearings," 
McMaster said yesterday. "The bill just 
gives the permission. The responsibility 
is with the county boards and I dont 
mind giving them the responsibility. Af- 
ter all, cities and villages have the power 
to charge for vehicle stickers." 


The bill has been assigned to the coun- 


ties and townships committee for study 
but no date has yet been set for a hear- 
ing on the issue. 


Cook County Board Pro. George 


Dunne said yesterday he was not ami* 
the bill existed. He did lay be was !• 
favor of the concept ef s*Kk •> ML "I 
think counties ought to have that right," 
he said. 
Jack Gilligan, president of the Pro* 


pect Heights Improvement Association 
(PHIA) which co-sponsored the suit 
against the county's Wheel tax, said the 
PHIA wiU fight passage of the bin. If it 
becomes law, he said the PHIA would 
challenge its constitutionality. 


"The bill doesn't really bother us. 


What does bother us is that the legisla- 
ture does pass a lot of bills they admit 
are mistakes. And then we, the little 
people, have to pay for the mistakes," he 
said. 


THE COUNTY ordinance was declared 


constitutional last August when Judge 
Raymond Sarnow said the tax did not 
provide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violated the home rule 
provision. An Illinois Supreme Court 
hearing on the county's appeal to the nil- 
ing is scheduled for later this month. 


Gilligan said he is sure the Supreme 


Court will sustain the lower court's deci- 
sion. He cited a recent case involving the 
Village of Oak Park as added assurance 
the PHIA will win. The Illinois Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional an Oak 
Park ordinance that levied a special tax 
on a shopping center. 


The court ruled that, while home rate 


units have the power to levy a special 
tax, they may do so only "in the manner 
provided by law." In the Oak Park case, 
there was no law providing for such a 
tax. 


"The importance of the decision Is that 


the county did not have any legislation 
enabling them to write a wheel tax ordi- 
nance when they wrote it," Gilligan said. 
The ordinance was passed in December, 
1971.

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High cost of dying to go higher under new contract 


A new dispute over labor and work has 


now come to the cemetery, and as of this 
morning, it may have an effect on how 
many flowers are taken to the funeral to 
mark a time of mourning 


Only one flower arrangement may be 


carried in a funeral procession without 
an additional charge as of this morning. 
It's the result of a new pact between Lo- 
cal 727 of the Teamsters Union and the 
Funeral Directors Services Association. 


Although the agreement became effec- 


tive March 1. It was not enforced until 
today, according to Local 727 business 
agent James E Coll Sr in addition to 
increased wages and contributions to 
health, welfare and pension funds, the 
contract states that only one spray of 
flowers' may be carried In a mortuary 
hearse Additional flowers taken to the 
cemetery must be carried by a paid 


flower car driver. This costs an average 
$64 SO, Coll said. 


Coll, representing some 600 Cook Coun- 


ty area drivers in Local 727, said, "We're 
going to have people checking the ceme- 
teries and checking the streets. No fami- 
ly is going to be interfered with. If there 
are violations, we will take this up with 
the funeral director later " Fines and the 
possibility of a strike are deterrents to 
violations. 


ABUSES by area funeral directors 


prompted this action, said Coll. "Some- 
times the flowers are not carried in a 
dignified manner," he explains. There 
are limousines, hearses and flower cars 
for hire, added Coli, but the use of flower 
cars is the only dignified way to trans- 
port funeral flowers to a cemetery. 


"With the limousines, they can stuff 


the flowers in the trunk and you look like 


a bunch of gypsies going down the 
street," he said. "In the past we used to 
let them take some flowers in the hearse, 
and they would take maybe 30 or 40 
pieces in there." 


This "undignified" practice is doing 


away with flower car driver jobs, adds 
Coli. He says no one is forced to hire the 
flower car, "if they don't have flowers or 
if there's just one basket." 


"You can come back after the funeral 


is over and take the flowers to any nurs- 
ing home or hospital or old people's 
home," Coli said. Asked about families 
bringing flowers to the cemetery after 
the service, the union official reiterated, 
"they can do anything they want to with 
them." 


MIXED reactions from area funeral di- 


rectors indicated the effect of this new 
pact will depend on a family's financial 
and personal situation. If a family wants 


to hire a flower car, the average charge 
is $64 to $65, said a spokesman at the 
Freidriohs Funeral Home in Mount Pros- 
pect. He could not predict what families 
will decide as the added cost of a flower 
car driver takes effect. Local 727 set the 
average cost at $64.50. 


The effect will be minimal, according 


to John Glueckert of the Haire Funeral 
Home in Arlington Heights. Most fami- 
lies ask that flowers be sent to nursing 
homes, he said. 


Roger Ahlgrim, spokesman for the Ah- 


Igrim and Sons Funeral Directors, based 
in Palatine, said of the new agreement, 
"It would put a hardship on families and 
just add to the cost of the funeral. Usual- 
ly the florist brings the flowers here and 
we take them to the cemetery, or in a 
flower car if the family wishes it. Very 
few people do this (hire the car). 


"For many years, families haven't 


been using flower cars, or it has been 
decreasing," added Ahlgrim. There are 
several livery services in the Chicago 
area, he said. Charges are usually based 
on mileage. 


AREA clergymen are reacting with in- 


dignation at the Teamsters settlement. 
"It's a pretty sorry time to take advan- 
tage of people and become so com- 
mercial and opportunist," declared the 
Rev. Michael Green of Rolling Meadows 
Baptist Church. "It's just absurd; the 
government ought to investigate it " 


The Rev. Mr. Green said he had never 


in his experience with funerals "heard a 
funeral director push the flower car to a 
family," and added that at most of the 
funerals he has conducted, "the families 
do not have a flower car. They are trying 
to cut expenses." 


The Rev. Robert Bartz of St. Peter Lu- 


theran Church in Arlington Heights also 
condemned the rule as "ridiculous," and 
predicted that it would "work an extra 
hardship on the family. It will simply 
make the price of the funeral go up." 


The pastors all noted a decline in the 


use of flowers at funerals, with more 
families requesting memorials. Never- 
theless, most families still end up with 
"quite a few" floral arrangements and 
usually want to take more than one to 
the cemetery, said the Rev. Robert 
McDonald of St. John's United Church of 
Christ in Arlington Heights. 


Florist business will be hurt by en- 


forcement of the Local 727 agreement, 
said Harold Busse, president of Busse's 
Flowers in Mount Prospect. "It will real- 
ly hurt us as most families can't afford a 
flower car," he said.

Village politics 
hard to follow 


Flood survey firm named

Politics In Wheeling have a reputation 


for being unique. They are full of in- 
congruities. Illogical reasoning and sub- 
tleties that leave the average citizen 
slightly more than confused. 


Last week's hearings on the objections 


to the nominating petitions of both vil- 
lage political parties are an example. 
They prove that points scored on Wheel- 
ing's political Scoreboard don't have to 
make sense. 


The whole issue of objecting to the pe- 


titions arose as a result of the 1971 vil- 
lage election. At that time, members of 
the Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) 
were taken off the ballot after objections 
were filed to their petitions. 


In effect, the WHIP candidates were 


taken off the ballot because one candi- 
date did not meet residency require- 
ments for holding village office. Mem- 
bers of the WHIP party were new at the 
business of politics then, and they vowed 
not to make the same mistakes. 


This year has shown that the WHIP 


party has learned its lesson well. All as- 
pects of its election petitions were 
checked and double-checked by an attor- 
ney. 


WHEN IT CAME time to file objec- 


tions. WHIP members worked hard at 
finding flaws In the petitions of the in- 
cumbent To Overall Progress Party 
(TOP), tt was the WHIP members who 
filed objections asking that the opposing 
party be taken off the ballot. 


Indications are that the TOP candi- 


dates would have been happy to let the 
period for filing objections pass without a 
whimper. The ruckus two years ago had 
been divisive, causing splits In the vil- 
lage that still have not healed. 


But once objections were filed to their 


petitions, at least one TOP member 
jumped in with both feet. Four days af- 
ter the first objections were filed, a TOP 
member filed similar objections to the 
WHIP petitions. The reasoning behind 
these objections seemed to be that the 
best defense Is an offense.

McDonald Creek. Heimerle said the sur- 
vey will show how Lake Arlington, which 
is part of a June referendum in Arlington 
Heights, would help the Prospect Heights 
area. 


Besides studying the flood plain, the 


firm also expects to talk to residents 
about the flooding problems. Heimerle 
said the study, which will begin soon, 
will be completed in about seven weeks. 


He said the survey also will include pos- 
sible solutions to the problem. 


"We'll look at the proposal and see 


what's involved," Heimerle said. "Hope- 
fully we can do something about it either 
by ourselves or with other districts." 


L a s t y e a r ' s extensive flooding 


prompted the survey, Heimerle said. He 
said that of about 285 homes in the sani- 
tary district, 40 to 50 along McDonald 
Creek, have incurred damage from local 
floods. 


The sanitary district serves an area 


bounded by Schoenbeck Road, Hintz 
Road, Palatine Road and 111.

Donald Haid is pleasant, a little shy, 


laughs easily and is unabashedly happy 
in his work. 


Ask the mustachioed Wheeling High- 


School teacher about his philosophy of 
education 
and he answers 
simply, 


"Biology teaching is fun. I enjoy coming 
to school every day and I can see myself 
teaching many years from now. I love 
it." 


And that attitude is part of what Haid 


was judged on when a committee from 
the Illinois Association of Biology Teach- 
ers visited the school earlier this year. 
The group, made up of a school princi- 
pal, college professors, a teacher and a 
businessman, decided to name Haid state 
Biology Teacher of the Year. 


As teacher of year, Haid will receive a 


microscope, a plaque, and the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that others appreciate 
his feelings toward teaching. 


"I feel very fortunate," 
he said 


recently. "A teacher can't do something 
like this by himself. It's the result of a 
strong administration and support from 
a strong science department. My award 
reflects the strength of the whole depart- 
ment." 


HAID, OF Arlington Heights, has 


taught biology at Wheeling for six years, 
This year he is teaching five sections of 
freshman biology and is team leader for 
the biology teachers in the school. 


He said he likes to teach freshmen be- 


cause "they are at a good age. The kids 
are very enhtusiastic." His classes are 
oriented toward the laboratory and, Haid 
said, "I want the kids to enjoy them- 
selves while they're taking the class. 
Biology is a stimulating, living science 
and it should be interesting for them." 


He said discipline is not a problem for 


him. "I like a free and open interaction 
with the students. They accept you for 
what you are and respect is automatic."

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For wartime, federal crimes 
Restore death penalty, Nixon asks 


Beautiful Things for Her, for Him and the Home 


WASHINGTON - 
President Nixon 


asked Congress yesterday to restore the 
death penalty (or wartime treason, sabo- 
tage and espionage and for federal 
crimes such as hijacking and kidnaping 
in which a death results. 


He also called for harsh, new mandato- 


ry penalties for narcotics violations. The 
President said this would sharply reduce 
the discretion of courts which he said 
had often become "an eacape batch for 
those who are reapoalble for the menace 
of drugs." 


In the sixth initallment of his written 


State of the Union report, Nixon also pro- 
posed a complete reviifcm of the federal 
criminal code. Included la • restriction 
on the insanity defense which would per- 
mit acquittal only if a defendant "did not 
know what he waa doing." 


The code revision also would alter pen- 


alties — increasing some and reducing 
others — and would eliminate such obso- 
lete crimes as interference with a carrier 
pigeon. 


Nixon said the Justice Department was 


convinced that his death penalty propos- 
als would be constitutional in spite of last 
year's Supreme Court decision outlawing 
most capital punishment laws on the 
^rounds that they were arbitrary and 
capricious. 


"I believe the best way to accom- 


modate the reservations of the court is to 
authorize the automatic imposition of the

death penalty where it Is warranted," 
the President said. 


"I DO NOT contend that the death pen- 


alty la a panacea that will cure crime. 
Crime is the product of a variety of dif- 
ferent circumstances — sometimes so- 
cial, sometimes psychological — but It is 
commlted by human beings and at the 
point of commission, it is the product of 
that individual's motivation. 


"If the incentive not to commit crime 


is stronger than the incentive to commit 
it, then logic suggests that crime Will be 
reduced." 


Without referring specifically to the 


fact that there had been no executions in 
the United States since 1967, the Presi- 
dent said:

Campaign gripe dismissed 


A complaint that an organization of 


suburban opponents of firearms legisla- 
tion violated the Federal Campaign Act 
of 1972 in working for the defeat of for- 
mer U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva has been 
dismissed by an investigating committee 
of the U.S. House of Representatives. 


Mikva was defeated in the November 


election by Rep. Samuel H. Young, 
R-loth. The committee reported that 
members of the organization named in 
the complaint told investigators that 
their campaign effort was made without 
authorization by Young. 


Members of the group, called the 


Society Against Mikva (SAM), included 
Jordan Fredericksen of Des Plaines, and 
residents of Glenview, Skckie, Evanston, 
and Downers Grove, according to the in- 
vestigating committee. 


James Vlnopal of Downers Grove, 


identified in the committee report as the 
principal organizer of SAM, told in- 


vesitagors the only expenditure by the 
organization was $318 for printing 10,000 
letters soliciting funds and campaign 
workers to oppose Mikva. 


He said distribution of the letters was 


discontinued following an initial mailing 
of 100 letters because of the poor re- 
sponse. 


Though Young did not seek or author- 


ize the efforts of the organization, Vinop- 
al said he discussed gun control legisla- 
tion with him. The letter composed by 
the organization said Young supported 
"the rights of good citizens to own and 
use firearms for sporting purposes and 
for protection when required." 


The investigating committee concluded 


that SAM "did not meet the require- 
ments of a political committee ... in 
that (it) has not accepted contributions 
or made expenditures during a calendar 
year in an aggregate amount in excess of 
$1,000..." 


of the death penalty was a component of 
the more permissive attitude toward 
crime in the last decade. 


"At present, those who plan these- 


crimes, kidnaping, hi-jacking and other 
federal offenses do not have to include in 
their deliberations a possibility that they 
will be put to death for their deeds. 


"I believe that in making their plans, 


they should have to consider the fact that 
if death results from their crime, they 
too may die." 


THE PRESIDENT'S plan would estab- 


lish a two-tier trial in which following 
conviction for a possible capital crime, a 
separate hearing would be held for a de- 
fendant to determine whether death 
should be the penalty. 


The death penalty would be mandatory 


if the jury determined that the crime 
was aggravated by creation of grave risk 
to the national security or to the life of 
another person, or by the killing of an- 
other person, or by other aggravating 
factors and was not reduced by a miti- 
gating factor. 


The death sentence would be prohibit- 


ed if the jury found the existence of one 
or more mitigating factors such as youth 
of the defendant, mental incapacity or 
the commission of the crime under du- 
ress. 


If his proposal becomes law, the Presi- 


dent said, "the only question considered 
germane in a murder case, for example, 
would be whether the defendant knew 
whether he was pulling the trigger of a 
gun." 


"Questions such as the existence of a 


mental disease or defect or whether the 
defendant requires treatment or deserves 
imprisonment would be reserved for con- 
sideration at the time of sentencing." 


The President proposed a series of 


tough, new penalties for narcotics crimi- 
nals, particularly for pushers of heroin 
and morphine. 


DRUG-PUSHING offenses would be di- 


vided into two categories — those in- 
volving four ounces or less of the drug 
and those involving a greater amount. 


"FOR SECOND offenders who are con- 


victed of trafficking in more than four 
ounces, I am proposing a mandatory sen- 
tence of life imprisonment without pa- 
role, "Nixon said. 


"For those with a prior felony narcotic 


conviction who are convicted of traffic- 
king in less than four ounces, my pro- 
posed legislation provides a mandatory 
prison term of 10 years to life imprison- 
ment."

Tollroad fees 
on the way out? 


Legislation to remove tolls from all Il- 


linois highways has been introduced in 
the Illinois House of Representatives by 
Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe. 


Katz' bill specifies that all toll roads 


would become freeways when all bonds, 
including those necessary for completion 
of the East-West Tollway now under con- 
struction, have been paid. 


The bill also would require specific ap- 


proval by the General Assembly and the 
governor before any mew tollway con- 
struction, now possible on the authority 
of the Illinois Toll Highway Authority, be 
undertaken. In addition the bill would 
prohibit (he pledging of revenues of 
existing toll roads for any toll road con- 
struction other than the East-West Toll- 
way. 


Katz said it is unfair for persons in 


suburban Cook County and northern Illi- 
nois cities such as Rockford to be re- 
quired to pay a toll to travel to Chicago 
on the Tri-State Tollway while residents 
of most Downstate cities may travel to 
Chicago on freeways. 


He said tolls on Illinois roads are 


equivalent to a gasoline tax of 49 cents 
per gallon.

Capistrano's swallows can't top Hinckley 
9s buzzards

What's a newspaper for if not to report 


on dramatic events in faraway, exotic 
places? 


We take you now to Hinckley, Ohio, 


where on this day each year since time 
Immemorial, the buzzards return from 
their winter retreat. 


As the first light of March IS dawni 


over this little hamlet nestled in the 
craggy hills of northeastern Ohio the 
crowds already are gathering to witness 
the breathtaking spectacle of nature. 


While the swallows of San Capistrano 


have gotten all the publicity through the 
year, the unsung buzzards of Hinckley 
have uninterruptedly been following their 
migratory routine, every bit as regular 
as the swallows. 


AND NOW, on March 15, the people 


are waiting in Hinckley, never doubting 
for a minute that the buzzards won't ap- 
pear, indeed, they are nearly as faithful 
in their annual pilgrimages to Hinckley 
as the buzzards themselves: Among 
them a man who has not missed this 
event in 20-years. 


REPORTER: "How soon will we see 


the buzzards, Mr. Klbler?" 


KIBLER "Well, it could be any time 


at all. Some years they don't make it 
here'til after dark." 


REPORTER: "Do you stay that long? 


How can you see them7" 


K1BLER: "Sure 1 stay; if it's dark, 


you can hear them. If there's a moon, 
you can see their shadowy forms frying 
around up there. Some years, though, we 
don't see them — but we know they're 
there." 


Kibler and other avid buzzard watch- 


ers have in past years braved all manner 
of inclement Ohio weather, from buz- 
zards to foot-deep mud, to view the re- 
turn of the buzzards. Adding to the trials 
of the faithful are the steep hills and nar- 
row, curving roads around Hinckley. 


And Hinckley has opened its heart to 


both the buzzards and the buzzard-watch- 
ers. The townspeople take this opportuni- 
ty to serve the area's famous maple syr- 
up with pancakes. Around here, folks say 
the return of the buzzards and the run- 
ning of the maple sap just seem to go 
together. 


ACTUALLY, ornithologists have other 


theories about the migration of birds — 
ranging from an "Inner clock" to the 
movement of the moon. But then, they've 
probably spent all their time in San Ca- 
pistrano instead of Hinckley. 


Kibler was asked what buzzards are 


good for, since swallows reportedly keep 
down insect populations. 


"Oh, they eat things like dead skunks, 


and otherwise keep the place cleaned 
up," he said. 


Anyway, It Is March IS, and we are 


waiting for this historical event to take 
place. A chill wind rushes down the 
wooded hillside where a dozen or so 
spectators have been waiting since be- 
fore dawn. 


As shadows lengthen into evening, the 


group becomes restless, but Kibler enter- 
tains them with stories of his past expe- 
rience in Hinckley, and reassures them 
that the buzzards will come. 


DARKNESS descends, and suddenly, a 


wave of excitement passes through the 
crowd and Kibler is pointing up to the 
southern sky. 


"Look!" he cries excitedly. "There 


they are!" 


"Where, where?!" comes a response. 
Eyes straining, the crowd follows the 


line of his finger off into the murky sky. 


After several seconds, there appears a 


large, dark, ugly shape, with wide, crag- 
gy wings and a long beak, dive-bombing 
into the woods beyond.

Ruling to cost firms 
$12.5 million in taxes

A Cook County judge's ruling will re- 


sult in an estimated $12.5 million in addi- 
tional personal property taxes collected 
by local governments from corporations 
this year. 


Circuit Court Judge Raymond Sarnow 


has signed an order erasing a $5,000 ex- 
emption granted corporations on person- 
al property tax bills. Sarnow's ruling, in 
effect, overturned legislation passed in 
1972 which granted the exemption to cor- 
porations on the first $5,000 of assessed 
evaluation. 


The judge ruled March 2 that the ex- 


emption was unconstitutional, and his or- 
der implemented that finding. 


Sarnow instructed the Illinois Depart- 


ment of Local Government Affairs to in- 
form county treasurers to Issue property 
tax bills this year as though the ex- 
emption never existed. 


The ruling eases some of the strain put 


on local government finances when the 
U.S. Supreme Court abolished the per- 
sonal property tax on individuals In Illi- 
nois Feb. 22.

We don't need 
more phosphates 


There are twin evils in last 


week's U S. District Court decision 
to end the phosphate ban in Chi- 
cago 


—Area taxpayers may face a $79 


million bill for the removal of phos- 
phorus from sewage effluent; 


—A pollution threat to area wa- 


ters has been sharply increased by 
the ruline. 


All of this stems from the un- 


fortunate decision last week by 
F e d e r a l Judge 
Thomas R. 


McMillen. an action which throws 
a two-year old phosphate ban to 
the wolves of the detergent in- 
dustry. 


Judge McMillen's strangest rea- 


soning is that the ban. introduced 
through the Chicago City Council in 
May. 1971. is "an unjustified inter- 
f e r e n c e with interstate com- 
merce " 


All 
restrictive bans are, 
of 


course, "interference with inter- 
state commerce." Laws that regu- 
late handguns, the shipment of 
dangerous materials, all of these 
l a w s regulate interstate com- 
merce. Their justification? The 
public good, and that's the point 
Judge McMillen has missed in his 
ruling 


There'.s little logic to the second 


part of his decision, that the city 
didn't prove the ban was needed to 
maintain clean waterways. Chicago 
collects its drinking water from 
Lake Michigan, and the purified 


by-products of sewage collection 
are discharged eventually into the 
Illinois River, which empties into 
the Mississippi River. 


Nonetheless, a lot of phosphates 


are going to be dumped into rivers 
and streams when phosphate-in- 
fested detergents reappear on the 
shelves of Chicago grocery stores. 
And to that fact, there is a price 
tag attached. 


It could cost about $79 million to 


handle the increased phosphate 
load, according to the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District officials, who es- 
timate a 150 per cent increase in 
the phosphorus load if the ban 
stays lifted. 


Proposed federal regulations re- 


quire the phosphorus removal, and 
the MSD is the agency which must 
do it during the treatment of sew- 
age — and we, the taxpayer, will 
pick up the tab for the increase in 
the phosphorus overload. 


All of these threats to our rivers 


and to our pocketbooks may be 
imagined, however, if a higher 
court rejects Judge McMillen's de- 
cision. Appeals are currently being 
considered, and for the sake of the 
public, we hope the ban stays in 
effect. 


The ban has had a proven effect 


in improving the quality of water 
throughout this area. Unless 
it's 


reinstated, the fight to make our 
environment cleaner and safer has 
just suffered a serious setback.

Palatine firemen backed 


This is in reply to Donald Richardson's 


letter published March 1 in the Herald, 
re: Palatine firemen's deaths 


From what I have been able to ob- 


serve, what happened on that ill-fated 
day of the Ben Franklin fire was sim- 
ply an error in judgment. That same er- 
ror in judgment carried three Chicago 
firemen (professional, full time) to their 
deaths in the recent Forum Cafeteria 
blaze. 


Fire fighters arrive on a scene, assess 


the situation, and then determine how 
best to contain and extinguish a fire. Af- 
ter all, that is their job. John Wilson and 
Warren Ahlgrim had almost 20 years of 
combined experience in fire fighting. 
When they arrived on the scene, they 
thought they had a smoldering fire on 
their hands — one that could be contain- 
ed. Apparently they erred in judgment. 


But this happens to be the first time in 


almost 100 years of fire fighting that the 
Palatine Fire Department lost members 
in actual fire fighting. This to me does 
not indicate lack of training. 


To infer that perhaps this tragedy 


would not have happened had we had a 
full time, paid fire department is non- 
sense. To be a "Monday morning quar- 
terback" is equally ridiculous. 


Those three firemen did what they 


thought was best, based on their profes- 
sional judgment at the time. At the time 
is extremely important. The thought 
that they could contain the fire, prevent 
it from endangering adjacent structures. 
They entered the basement and unfortu- 
nately became trapped. 


Unbeknownst to many Palatine resi- 


dents, the volunteer firemen do train. 
They hold weekly drills. Several of them, 
including the late John Wilson and Dick 
Freeman, and one other qualified as 


paramedics 
— an extremely tough 


course requiring more than 200 hours of 
study and training. These men are quali- 
fied to help victims of smoke inhalation, 
cardiac arrest and serious injuries. 


These firemen may be called "volun- 


teers" but their training and experience 
qualifies them to be in the same ranks as 
paid, professional firemen. 


Personally, if I have a choice of plac- 


ing the fate of my property and family's 
lives on either a full paid force or a vol- 
unteer force, I will take the Palatine 
Fire Department. These guys have a de- 
votion to duty that a mere $7-a call does 
not motivate. 


They truly deserve the support of ev- 


ery resident in the village and the town- 
ship.

Arresting argument 


Bob Lahey's column 


A proposal to bring sexual equal- 


ity to the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment has aroused dissension in 
the ranks 


Under a "unisex" plan suggested 


by rhief Edward M. Davis, women 
would be eligible for any position 
in the department, from beat pa- 
trolman to the post of chief itself. 


There's a catch, though: The 


women would have to be at least 5 
feet. 8 inches tall and weigh 140 
pounds. 


"Asinine and illogical," says one 


25-year female veteran, protesting 
that only about 43 of the 165 women 
currently on the force could meet 
the height and weight require- 
ments, which are the same as 
those lor male officers. 


The complaint is valid, but it 


raises an interesting question. 


If women are to be eligible for 


positions hitherto restricted to men 
— and why not — and yet are to 
be chosen by physical standards 
lower than those for men, what 
about male aspirants who can't 
make the male standards? 


To put it another way, if a 5-foot- 


2, 110-pound gal can handle a par- 
ticular job as well as a 6-foot-2, 210- 
pound guy, why couldn't a 5-foot-2, 
100-pound guy also handle it? 


The question is not a facetious 


one. There are a lot of undersized 
men, not just in Los Angeles but in 
every city, who would like to be 
cops and would probably make 
good ones. 


Either the standards should be 


made the same for all, or we admit 
that this goal of sexual equality is 
a nice idea but one that is not al- 
ways so simple to put into practice. 


How much per year? 


A junior executive between the 


ages of 25 and 29 is on a "fast track 
to the top" if his annual pay equals 
his age times $750, or from $18,750 
to $21.750. 


If he's between 30 and 39, the for- 


mula is age times $1.000, or a 
range of about $30.000 to $39,000. 


This is the handy rule of thumb 


devised by Handy Associates of 


New York, as reported by the Wall 
Street Journal. 


Where does this leave the still- 


junior executive who is pushing 40 
and is only now making what the 
25-year-old comer is starting out 
with.

Walker's charted budget strategy 


The honeymoon, such as it was, be- 


tween Gov. Daniel Walker and the Capi- 
tol press corps appears to be over. 


* 


In a previously unknown display of 


anger at Springfield reporters, Walker 
last week threw the first rolling pin in a 
dispute over just what his first budget 
means for the state. 


His anger, it seems, was inspired by 


the refusal of the political writers to 
swallow whole his contention that the 
new budget represents cuts of $617 mil- 
lion over last year's, which was compiled 
by Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


It's right here in black and white, said 


the governor, pointing to his budget — 
Ogilvie asked for appropriations of $7.65 
billion; I'm only asking appropriations of 
$7.027 billion. 


Fine, said the reporters. But how about 


this figure way down here — you're ask- 
ing for authority to SPEND $6 143 bil- 
lion; spending this year is at $5.8 billion. 


That, said the governor testily, is com- 


paring apples and oranges. Sure it is, 
said the reporters, and they went out to 
write stories about the governor increas- 
ing spending. 


Walker persisted in his argument that 


the press was being unfair to him, be- 
cause always, always before the basis of 
comparing budgets has been the amount 
of money appropriated. 


What he overlooked is that for the first 


time this year, changes in capital bond-

ing procedures, instituted between budg- 
ets, mean that in some oases it is no 
longer necessary to appropriate more 
money than you intend to spend. He also 
overlooked the fact that in the message 
he delivered to the General Assembly, he 
declared that he wished to appropriate 
only what he intended to spend. 


If because of this, the reporters 


changed their tack on reporting the 
budget, it should also be noted that Gov. 
Wa'ker had already changed the rules. 


In previous years, It had been the cus- 


tom to supply advance copies of the 
budget so reporters could examine the 
complex documents and make accurate 
comparisons with previous budget docu- 
ments. 


What was not lost on Walker and his 


strategists is that this process resulted in 
advance news stories on the budget pro- 
posal which invariably highlighted in- 
creases in expenditures and,-more often 
than not, impending tax increases. 


It also afforded legislators on the other 


side of the political fence a chance to 
prepare their attacks against the fiscal 
policies of the governor. 


This left the governor in the position of 


going before the legislature with a budg- 
et message which did not so much ex- 
plain as it did defend his proposal. 


No sooner would he finish his defense 


than the opposition would pounce, like 
vultures descending, to make carrion of 
his pronouncements. 


Walker avoided this, to a degree. It is 


unreasonable to believe that he and his 
close advisers did not foresee that both 
the Republicans and the press would 
soon discover discrepancies between his 
optimistic pronouncements before the 
General Assembly and the nitty-gritty 
figures in the budget. 


But he got in the first blow. First of 


all, the press never got a look at the 
budget until a few hours before Walker 
went on television to announce his $617 
million "cut" and to promise there would 
be no tax increases. Members of the leg- 
islature (at least Republicans) didn't 
even get that much advance notice, and 
were left to scurry around for a min- 
imum time before they could put togeth- 
er an attack in time to make the 5 
o'clock news. 


This achieved a couple of things. First, 


the earliest stories sent out by Spring- 
field reporters, who had not had time to 
dissect the figures, emphasized the 
points Walker wanted to make — a $617 
million reduction in appropriations and 
no new taxes. 


It also threw his Republican opponents 


into a degree of disarray. After hurried 
consultation, they rushed to the press to 
point out that Walker, rather than cut- 
ting the budget, had actually upped 
spending proposals by $1 billion. 


After a closer look, they said, well ac- 


tually, the spending figure is up about 
$100 million over this year's estimate. 
Then they came back and said, well ac- 
tually, his spending figure is about $300 


million over what's actually being spent 
this year. 


By that time, one suspects, nobody was 


paying attention anymore. 


In Gov. Ogilvie's first budget message, 


he announced an income tax and spent 
the next three years, without notable suc- 
cess, trying to get people to listen to his 
justification of it. 


In Gov. Walker's first budget message, 


he announced a "cut" and a standstill on 
taxes. The explanations he apparently is 
willing to leave to the Republicans.

For years he has been paying Uncle 


Sam and his home state more taxes than 
the law really require!. 


' The really sad part about it," says 


Gregg, "is that to get an accurate pic- 
ture of a lot of big salaried executives 
you'd have to roll these three fellows to- 
gether — so many busy, successful men 
have neglected every aspect of their per- 
sonal financial situations." 


THE POINT AS Gregg sees it is that 


these men simply can't look after their 
own affairs. They need the services of 
professional financial planners. And, as a 
rule, they can't get the right advice from 
the smaller money doctors or from the 
so-called "one stop financial department 
store " 


"There's a place for these financial ex- 


perts," Gregg says. "They can do a 
splendid job for middle-management and 
small professional people and small tra- 
desmen, but the man with a 1100,000 a 
yaar income and some saved up princi- 
pal needs detailed, complex and sophis- 
ticated help. And he needs to start plan- 
ning soon." 


Gregg says it's impossible to do a fast 


job of helping such men — and women. 
The first plan drawn probably won't be 
adequate. It might not work at all. But 
it's important to make a start, to make a 
complete study of the client's assets, his 
aims, his present conditions and the 
problems he and his family may face. 


Once a plan with clear goals is set up, 


it must be adjusted from year to year. 
Men of this type have careers, with ups 
and sometimes downs. Changes in 
society's economics also force adjust- 
ments In their goals.

Savings and loans seek new powers 


by LEA TONKIN 


Savings and loan associations are han- 


kering after powers now enjoyed by the 
commercial banks. 


Nothing against savings and loan asso- 


ciations (S&L's), says American Bankers 
Association Pres. Eugene Adams, but 
this expansionary move would be unfair 
unless some of the special privileges en- 
joyed by S&L's disappear. 


It's all part of the continuing dis- 


cussion on pros and cons of recommen- 
dations contained in the Hurit Commis- 
sion report. This massive study was un- 
dertaken to study various means of pro- 
viding up-to-date financial services to the 
American public. 


"Both banks and thrift institutions 


should be encouraged to broaden the 
range of services they may offer to the 
public," said Adams in a recent speech. 
"But as the traditional barriers to open 
competition are relaxed, so too must spe- 
cial privilege disappear " 


HE CONTENDS that S&L's enjoy hefty 


tax breaks in comparison with com- 
mercial banks. Strict reserve require- 
ments, added government supervision 
and restricted interest paying powers as 
now imposed on banks, should be extend- 
ed to S&L's if they wish to gain new pow- 
ers, he said. 


Adams predicts an all-out move to gain 


enabling legislation for the thirft associ- 
ations in two areas: demand for broader 
lending powers and the right to offer 
checking accounts and credit card ser- 
vices. 


Thrift associations will plead they need 


these powers to survive, he predicts. 
Adams said he finds this hard to believe. 
He cited the rate of deposits growth from 
1970-1972 as 19 per cent for S&L's, 12 per 
cent for commercial banks and 13 per 


cent for mutual banks. 


John J. Lanigan, Illinois Savings and 


Loan Commissioner testified before the 
F e d e r a l Home Loan Bank Board 
(FHLBB), in Washington, D.C, this 
week in favor of legislation allowing con- 
version of mutual S&L's into capital 
stock associations. 


HE COMPLIMENTED a FHLBB con- 


version proposal, but pointed out that it 


would be difficult to apply in Illinois 
and other states due to a conflict with 
state law. He presented an alternate 
model legislation measure as the respon- 
sibility "of the individual states and their 
respective legislatures " 


Equality, full and complete disclosure 


are emphasized by Lanigan. In addition, 
associations should be guaranteed free- 


dom of choice on the issue of conversion, 
be said. 


Noting that Illinois S&L's prospered 


on the whole, Lanigan said some savers 
have lost money in associations which 
failed and were inadequately insured. 
His plan includes a conversion fee which 
would be used to reimburse Illinois sav- 
ers who lost money in bankrupt associ- 
ations. 


Ma Bell to spend $445 million on services 


Illinois Bell Telephone Co. said in its 


annual report last week that it will spend 
a record $445 million this year to im- 
prove and expand its services. 


In making the announcement, presi- 


dent Charles L. Brown stressed the need 
for adequate earnings to finance these 
projects. The utility is seeking an in- 
crease in service rates which would net 
the company an added $62 million a year 
in revenues. 


Brown said the company expects to 


spend $5 billion in the 1970's. The 1973 
construction budget would top 1972 by $53 
million. 


"Advancement of our service capabil- 


ity was our first priority in 1972. But a 
close second in importance was our 
struggle for the means to finance our 
service commitment — adequate earn- 
ings in these tunes of continuing in- 
flation," said Brown. 


THE REPORT stated that Illinois 


Bell's territory has grown by a million 
persons in the last decade, with even fas- 
ter growth due in the next 10 years. 


The report listed a number of service 


improvements, 
including 
electronic 


switching systems. By the end of 1973, 


about 850,000 telephones will be served 
with this technology. 


Custom calling — optional services of 


the future — was made available to all 
customers served by electronic switching 
systems in July, 1972. These services in- 
clude alerting the customer that another 
call is waiting; dialing of a third party 
into a conversation; and other options. 


T r a f f i c Service Position System 


(TSPS) benefited 200,000 more customers 
in 1972, and will be available to more 
than 575,000 this year. It speeds up long 
distance services requiring operator as- 
sistance. 


The new Snip-and-Take plan is "very 


popular," the report says. The customer 
saves money by moving his telephone to 
his new residence or returning it to the 
telephone company. 


PROMOTION of "911" emergency ser- 


vice, which permits citizens to reach po- 
lice, fire and other emergecy community 
help, by dialing one number, continued 
through 1972 


An increase of 235,000 phones during 


the year, including a gam of 115,000 resi- 
dence extensions phones, was reported 
Illinois Bell installers broke their own 


record by installing or removing 2% mil- 
lion phones. 


ILLINOIS BELL customers made 31.8 


million calls on the average weekday in 
1972, a daily increase of some 2.3 million 
calls over 1971; the calling rate per tele- 
phone was up 4.5 per cent 


Long distance calling grew 9 per cent 


— up from the 5.3 per cent growth of 
1971, but still behind the 11 per cent pace 
set three years ago. 


As reported previously operating reve- 


nues were $1.239 billion, up $104.6 million 
or 9.2 per cent. Earnings per average 
share were $2.30, down three cents from 
1971 


Operating expenses and taxes totaled 


$1.035 billion — up $86 million, or 9.1 per 
cent higher than 1971. 


OPERATING TAXES were $295.5 mil- 


lion, topping 1971 by $25.8 million or 9.6 
per cent. During 1972 the company col- 
lected $103.9 million in excise taxes and 
turned it over to the federal government.

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Total volume of real estate transfers in 


Cook County Increased 4.2 per cent in 
1973 compared to 1171. The division of 
sates between the City of Chicago and 
the miburbe continued in favor of the 
suburb*. 


The City of Chicago accounted for 40 7 


per cent of all real estate activity in 1972 
with the suburbs accounting for the re- 
maining 59 3 per cent, according to Rich- 
ard L Martin, vice president in charge 
of Cook County Operations for Chicago 
Title Insurance Company. In 1971 the 
proportions were 43.5 per cent and 56.5 
per cent respectively for the city and 
suburban areas In 1970 the figure* were 
467 per cent for the city and 543 per 
cent for the suburbs. 


The report was based on a statistical 


analysis of title insurance orders re- 
ceived by Chicago Title Insurance Com- 
pany during 1972, said Martin, who di- 
rected the analysis. 


IN 1972, SINGLE dwelling residential

estate transfers In Cook County. Used 
single-family dwellings accounted for 
603 per cent, new single-family dwell- 
ings totaled 16.4 per cent.

(an association of manufacturers of wood 
windows and doors) has reported results 
of a recent heating cost study. The study 
was based on data from the American 
Society of Heating, Refrigerating and 
Air-Conditioning Engineers Guide. 


The study estimated heating costs for 


the same type of home in four different 
geographic locations. Construction stan- 
dards were those recommended for elec- 
trically-heated structures with one van- 
able. One home in each area had single- 
glazed windows. The other had windows 
with insulating glass (dougle-glazing). 
These were the results: 


Chicago: yearly costs for home with 


single-glazed windows — $325; with in- 
sulating glass — $230, savings — $95. 


Philadelphia single-glazing — $277; in- 


sulating glass — $208; — savings — $69. 


Minneapolis: single-glazing, —$418, in- 


sulating glass — $266; savings — $152. 


Louisville single-glazing — $290; in- 


sulating glass — $215; savings — $75. 


The economy of better insulation was 


indicated by the short time in which the 
additional cost of wood windows with in- 
sulating glass was amortized. In Min- 
neapolis, the cost was recouped in the 
first year, in Louisville, less than three 
years, in Chicago, three years, in Phila- 
delphia, four years. Annual savings in 
heating costs continue after amortiza- 
tion. 


In the FHA's revised standards for in- 


sulation in multi-family housing, require- 
ments for double-glazing depend on a 
building's glass area and the weather of 
a geographic area. The standards state: 
"Where more than 25 per cent of the ex- 
posed exterior wall is glass, at least one- 
fourth of all glass surfaces shall be in- 
sulating glass or storm sash in areas 
with degree days between 4500 and 5200." 
Philadelphia and Louisville fall within 
this category Where degree days range 
between 5201 and 6000, at least 50 per

ceed 6000, such as Chicago and Min- 
neapolis, double glazing is required for 
all glass surfaces. 


estate taxes and the interest paid each 
month on a home mortgage are deduc- 
tible on federal income taxes. 


Rutledge cited the example of a family 


with an 80 per cent mortgage on a $40,000 
home. The mortgage interest rate is 7 25 
per cent over a 25-year period, and the 
annual real estate taxes on the home are 
$1,000. 


In the first year of ownership, the 


homeowner will be able to deduct the 
$1,000 in property taxes and $2,305 in in- 
terest on his income tax. That's a total of 
$3,305. 


"Let's assume this homeowner is in 


the 22 per cent tax bracket. By virtue of 
the tax deduction advantages of home 
ownership, he saves approximately $727 
in income taxes in the first year," Rut- 
ledge said. 


Rutledge added, "Assuming a con- 


servative increase in property values of 2 
per cent a year in future years, at the 
end of 10 years the market value of the 
home would be $48,759. The equity would 
have increased from $8,000 to $23,421. 


"And a total of $7,051 would have been 


saved on income taxes alone over the 10- 
year period."

S&Ls providing bulk 
of home loans: official 


Savings and loan associations are cur- 


rently supplying more money for Ameri- 
can families buying homes fhan all other 
financial institutions combined, Richard 
G. Gilbert, president of the U S. SAvings 
and Loan League, said recently. 


Gilbert, in a speech to the Southeastern 


Conference of the U. S. Savings and Loan 
League, said that the savings and loan 
associations last year furnished an esti- 
mated 69 per cent of the mortgage mon- 
ey used to finance l-to-4 family homes. 


"In other words, if you were an Ameri- 


can family buying a home with the help 
of a mortgage lastyear, the chances are 
seven of ten that your loan was supplied 
by a savings and loan association," Gil- 
bert said. 


The League official, who Is president of 


the Citizens Savings Association of Cau- 
tion, Ohio, said that the savings and loan 
associations, 
traditionally the biggest 


source of residential credit, have become 
even more important to the housing mar- 
ket in recent years because of the In- 
creasing use of "conventional" loans as 
contrasted to government-backed loans 
and the virtual "wiping-out" of the dif- 
ferential in yields between long-term 
mortgage loans and long-term corporate 
bonds. 


"The decline In this differential caused 


other institutional investors to veer away 
from the residential mortgage market — 
the savings banks to some extent and the 
life insurance companies to a very con- 
siderable extent," said Gilbert. "For 
these reasons and also because of the ag- 
gressiveness of our institutions in In- 
vesting the heavy flow of savings avail- 
able to us. the savings and loan role in 
supporting the one-to-four family house 
market jumped sharply." 


THE LEAGUE president said that 


while the role of the savings and loan 
business as a permanent mortgage hold- 
er has been growing, the percentage of 
construction financing done by savings 
and loan Institutions — financing from 
the start of construction and including 
the permanent loans — has remained 
virtually the same — 21 per cent in 1967

Gilbert said that one of the great ad- 


vances of the savings and loan business 
after World War II was that it moved 
from being almost completely an issuer 
of loans on existing single-family homes 
and began to play a very significant role 
In the financing of new residential con- 
struction. 


"Of loans made by associations in 1946, 


only 18 per cent were for new homes," 
he said. "This figure peaked at 43 per 
cent in 1952 and now stands at about 35 
per cent." 


Gilbert said that unlike commercial 


banks, savings and loan associations can- 
not provide construction financing to 
the builder via unsecured loans. 


"Passage of legislation to give our as- 


sociations the power to make unsecured 
loans to builders has been one of the ma- 
jor legislative aims of the League for 
several years, and it is one of the recom- 
mendations in the Hunt Commission Re- 
port," he said. 


"With the power to make unsecured 


loans, the savings and loan business will 
be able to assume more and more of a 
major role in construction financing."

Electric disposer 
may be answer 


With the approach of hot weather, the 


food waste disposal problems of many 
families increase. For about 10 million 
American families, the answer is an 
electrically-operated food waste disposer. 


This compact appliance is installed be- 


neath the kitchen sink, connected to the 
waste line. It consists basically of a 
small motor with a shredding mecha- 
nism attached, installed in a "canister." 
To operate, the user simply flicks an 
electric switch on the wall to start the 
motor and feeds the waste down the sink 
drain with a stream of cold water. The 
disposer will handle almost all waste. 
It's also self-cleaning. 


Many communities that are finding 


garbage disposal a problem because of 
high costs and shortage of manpower are 
passing ordinances requiring the in- 
stallation of electric disposers in new 
homes and in major remodeling jobs. 
Along with automatic dishwashers, dis- 
posers are becoming standard items in 
many new kitchens, and homemakers 
list them among their top five most- 
wanted appliances. 


Food waste disposers are not com- 


plicated to install, but the work should be 
done by trained men under the super- 
vision of a plumbing contractor because 
of the piping and electrical connections 
involved.

Although mate swapping is not a new 


activity in America It has never been as- 
sociated with "mom, apple pie and base- 
ball." Americans have always thought of 
baseball as a wholesome and pure na- 
tional pastime but wife swapping has al- 
ways been kept "under cover" because 
of its illicit nature. 


"Classic mate swapping," explained 


Dr. Leo Jacobs of Forest Hospital, "In- 
volves four married people having an af- 
fair without the difficulties of a more 
traditional type extramarital affair. 


"Because both partners of the mar- 


riage are involved there Is no guilt borne 
by the participants and there Is no emo- 
tional involvement. Mate swapping is 


strictly a genital activity. So actually the 
New York baseball players' case u not 
really mate swapping. They involved 
emotions and a change in life style." 


ACCORDING to Dr. Eugene Trager of 


Forest Hospital mate swapping wouldn't 
be such a big issue if people didn't feel 
the need for laws regulating marriage. 
"The general trend in the western world 
Is to get society and government out of 
the business of regulating personal lives. 


"People's needs," he continued, "often 


predate society's sanctions. Eventually 
we will have more group sex, short term 
marriages and triad arrangements, to 
name a few. In time society will catch up 
with people and sanction these various 
arrangements. But marriage will un- 
doubtedly survive as the predominate 
mode of heterosexual involvement," be 
added.

surgeon had found that bran in a diet 
would help prevent obesity, diabetes, co- 
Ionic polyps and a few other ailments. It 
further states that one should delete 
white flour and sugar from their diet. Is 
AU Bran all right for this7 


Dear Header — This idea was original- 


ly put forth by Dr. Denis P. Burkitt, a 
British surgeon. What he really said was 
that the refined foods, high calorie, low 
bulk diet that we eat hi modern civ- 
ilization may be causing a lot of the bow- 
el difficulties that our people experience. 


In more primitive societies where the 


diet depended on a lot of bulk and unre- 
fined cereals the incidence of colon pol- 
yps, divertleulosfc), hemorrhoids, cancer 
of the colon and even appendicitis was 
much lower. 


Foods with lots of bulk, particularly 


whole cereals, move more rapidly 
through the colon, whereas refined foods 
such as those made from sugars and 
starches or foods high In calories with 
little bulk such as fats move slowly 
through the colon. 


Dr. Burkitt proposed that the slow 


moving residue from a diet based on re- 
fined foods and particularly lacking in 
cerenl fiber contributed to bowel prob- 
lems including the marked difference in 
colon cancer between our population and 
the more primitive societies. 


It is probably true that our modern 


diet has not helped the function of our 
digestive tract very much; after all, man 
wasn't designed to eat the kinds of foods 
he has available to him in modern 
society. It wasn't too long ago that the

There is also the 
possibility that certain food products 
used hi food processing and combined 
with elements in the body can stimulate 
the formation of cancer and that this 
would be more apt to occur if the food 
residue was left in the colon for an ap- 
preciable length of tune. 


IT IS INTERESTING to note that the 


colon problems cited by Dr. Burkitt oc- 
cur in the same countries where the 
people enjoy a rich diet, like our own, 
and follow the same pattern seen for ar- 
teriosclerotic heart disease around the 
work). Thus, a good diet to prevent heart 
disease is probably the same one that 
will help prevent a number of the prob- 
lems of the colon. 


Dr. Burkitt does use some bran with 


his meals BUT this alone is not suf- 
ficient. He recommends a more complete 
diet revision to provide more bulk, par- 
ticularly using unrefined cereals while 
avoiding the rich, starchy wheat prod- 
ucts made from sweets and refined flour, 
and foods high in fat content with little 
bulk. 


Commercial bread is made from re- 


fined cereals and he considers this par- 
ticularly undesirable. You can increase 
the cereal fiber hi your diet by using any 
whole cereal products in breakfast foods 
such as shredded wheat or baked prod- 
ucts using unrefined flour. By eliminat- 
ing fats and sweets and increasing natu- 
ral vegetables, fruits, and cereals, a 
more healthy bowel function can be 
achieved.

When Sol 


Weinstein writes a book, he dedicates It 
to everyone he has ever met. 


And, to give the dedication list a little 


touch of class, usually throws in the 
names of a few eminent strangers. 


The transparency of his little strate- 


gem is easy to see through. 


Weinstein figures his friends and nod- 


ding acquaintances will be so flattered 
by having a book dedicated to them they 
will rush out and buy one or more copies, 
bke tickets for a ego trip. 


If this artifice actually works, then 


Wemstein's latest book, an original pa- 
perback titled "The Oddfather," is guar- 
anteed a place on the best seller list. 


Give or take a few cheap ingrates who 


will wait for the hardcover edition and 
then check it out of the library. 


BY MY estimate, "The Oddfather" lias 


roughly 133 pages of text and 218 pages 
of dedication. A certain Howard Albrecht 
is billed as co-author. But that also is a 
transparency 


The prune-like nature of the writing — 


that is, the choice of words that are 
purple and wrinkled — stamps the narra- 
tive as pure Weinstein. I doubt Albrecht 
is even literate. 


Albrecht Is. however, a lovable chap 


who has a host of friends. In return for 
credit as co-author, he gave Weinstein a 


few thousand more names to add to the 
dedication pages. Thus upping the vanity 
sale by maybe as much as 127 per cent. 


This puts a book reviewer in rather an 


awkward position. Should he review the 
narrative (weak plot but strong charac- 
terization), or should he review the dedi- 
cations (strong plot but weak character- 
ization)? 


Since Weinstein obviously is far more 


skilled as a dedicationlst than as a novel- 
ist, I shaU do the charitable thing and 
devote my review to his real talent* 


The reader is barely past the first 


10,000 names on the dedication list before 
be becomes aware that Weinstein has 
produced a literary "tour de force." 
Translation: "A visit to the police sta- 
tion." 


THROUGH subtle intermingling of his 


friends and nodding acquaintances with 
Albrecht's friends and nodding acquaint- 
ances, he achieves a dramatic contrast 
that creates almost unbearable tension 
as the dedications build to a climax. 


Then — Whammo! — here it comes! 


Hannah Rotnofsky! Right where nobody 
would expect her. Just below Helen Rot- 
nofsky. 


Only a Weinstein would have at- 


tempted this bold, unalphabetfcal juxta- 
positionlng. And only he, of all living 
dedlcationists, could have brought it off 
so well.

Today's TV highlights 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — In one of the 


big ratings upsets of the video season, 
CBS' gentle family series, "The Wal- 
tons," has beat out its head-on com- 
petition, NBC's high-powered Flip Wilson 
variety show, in the latest national rank- 
ings. 


According to the statistics, "The Wal- 


tons," which deals with a poor American 
mountain family during the 1930s depres- 
sion, and which began the season well 
down in the ratings, came in tied for nth 
place among 63 programs in figures for 
the week ending March 4. Wilson came 
in 14th. 


The triumph of "The Waltons" in the 


new rankings by no means guarantees 
that it will beat out Wilson with regu- 
larity, or even occasionally — though, of 
course, that is possible. But finishing 
ahead of Wilson steadily is not necessary 
for "The Waltons" to prove its remark- 
able hit status against strong odds. Its 
success is already established, and has 
been for some time now as this critically 
acclaimed series has moved up and up in 
the ratings. 


Based essentially on the memories of 


writer Earl Hamner Jr., "The Waltons" 
was taken from an excellent two-hour 
1971 CBS-TV dramatic special, "The 
Homecoming," which starred Patricia 
Neal, although she is not in the series. 


IN ANOTHER ratings triumph, "The 


Waltons" also beat out Wilson in the 70- 
market survey for the week ending 
March 4, coming in 14th while the com- 
peting NBC-TV variety series finished 
18th. For the week ending Feb. 25, Wil- 
son's show had ranked seventh in its usu- 
al display of ratings power while the 
ever-climbing "Waltons" placed 15th. 


The rise of "The Waltons" is almost 


unbelievable to some cynical television 
executives and industry observers. At

the start of the season, it was given vir- 
tually no chance of survival because it 
was put up not only against Wilson, but 
also against ABC-TV's long-running hit 
"The Mod Squad." 


When "The Waltons" got some highly 


favorable reviews, there was a sort of 
amused, condescending attitude toward 
the show and its potential by these cy- 
nics. Even critics who -praised it had 
doubts about its ability to compete com- 
mercially. 


WILSON, OF COURSE, is still a formi- 


dable ratings-getter, though not quite (he 
smash he was before. As for "The Mod 
Squad," which has had a successful run, 
it is being clobbered now by "The Wal- 
tons" and Wilson. It came in 50th in the 
latest ratings. 


Another new CBS-TV series, by the 


way — "Barnaby Jones," a private eye 
entry starring Buddy Ebsen — continues 
to look like a contender in the rankings. 
For the week ending Feb. 25, it was a 
spectacular sixth in the national statis- 
tics. And for the week ending March 4, it 
was 24th, which is still a strong showing. 
But CBS-TV's Dick Van Dyke comedy 
series, though shifted to a new time slot 
at midseason, continues to be an uncer- 
tain ratings entry, coming in a poor 45th 
in the latest figures.

-Daily In the United States some 5,000 
ifersons die Some die easily; more do 
itit.

Death. Ilk? birth. Is natural. It Is a 


Nev- 
ertheless. more often than not, we avoid 
giing to the aid of family and friends 
4>d helping them through life's final ex- 
$ rience in an understanding way. One 
mason this Is true, perhaps, is that by 
doing so individuals are forcefully re-

riinded of the inevitability of their own 
dtath 
"'Our embarrassment at the individual 
face of death." says Dr. Merman Feifel, 
professor of psychiatry at the University 
^Southern California, "forces the se- 
riously ill and dying person to live alone 
on the brink of an abyss with no one to 
understand him " 


WHILE modern medicine 


ha| done a great deal to help overcome 
physical pain, it has accomplished pre- 
cious little in the way of easing the final 
bueden of loneliness The dying must 
fa<fc the possibilities of emotional pain, 
grief and indignity - and they must face 
them alone. Today's society has failed to 
provide a model, an Ideal to be striven 
for; in dying. 


'{The sting of death is solitude," says 


theologian Paul Ramsey. "Desertion is 
moj-e choking than death and more 
fejp-ed."

happiness." Historian Arnold Toynbee 
sees even broader implications in the 
American approach to death. 


"If the fact of death were once admit- 


ted to be a reality even in the United 
States, then it would also have to be ad- 
mitted that the United States is not the 
earthly paradise that it is deemed to 
be," Toynbee says 


But dying, natural process that it is for 


mortal men, need not be so difficult "If 
you see anyone distressed at the prospect 
of dying," remarked Socrates, "it will be 
proof enough that he Is a lover not of 
wisdom but of the body. As a matter of 
fact, I suppose he is also a lover of 
wealth and reputation." 


SOCRATES HIMSELF spent the final 


day of his life in prison discussing his 
philosophy of life with his students and 
friends. Even while he drank the fatal 
cup of hemlock the courageous philoso- 
pher maintained tranquility of body and 
mind. In his final words Socrates asked 
that thanks be given for him to the God 
of Healing, for in his death this great 
man saw the cure for life. 


Even when the threat of death lingers, 


however, an individual can make valu- 
able use of his remaining days. "It is 
encouraging to note," says psychiatrist 
Feifel, "that the threat of death can 
function as an integrative, rather than 
disruptive event for certain individuals. 
One can learn, apparently, not only to 
adjust to inordinate stress, but to grow 
and change under its spur." 


After a 29-year-old mother of two boys 


learned of her fatal illness she said, "I 
was always worried about the bills and 
making ends meet. After the doctor told 
me I had cancer, I stopped and took a 
hard look around. I never realized how 
wonderful simply being alive could be. I 
don't think this new feeling will make 
my end more difficult. At least I was 
really alive for a few months." 


Most people do not so readily accept 


death or obviate their fear of it. Per- 
haps, however, it is the fear of death and 
dying that is exaggerated. 


A »70 STUDY OF 183 middle-aged to 


elderly persons at the University of 
Southern California found that 63 per 
cent of the sample said they were not 
afraid to die. The men and women 
ranged in age from 50 to 68 and were 
generally found to be well adjusted and 
not pre-occupled with death or dying. 
Furthermore, in addition to the 63 per 
cent who said they were not worried at 
the prospect of death, another 28 per 
cent described themselves as "not very

fearful," while the rest, only 9 per cent 
were "fairly fearful." 


In the late 1880s, renowned clinician 


and teacher Sir William Osier reported 
on a series of 500 deathbed cases in 
which he studied the modes of death and 
sensations accompanying the process Of 
the 500, only 18 per cent suffered bodily 
pain and only 2 per cent suffered mental 
apprehension as death grew very near. 


Sir William concluded, "We speak of 


death as the king of terrors and yet how 
rarely the act of dying appears to be 
painful. How rarely do we witness agony 
in the last hours Strict, indeed, is the 
fell sergeant in his arrest but few feel 
the iron grip. The hard process of na- 
ture's law is for most of us mercifully 
effected, and death, like birth, is but a 
sleep and a forgetting." 


Data to the contrary notwithstanding, 


however, it is clear that facing up to 
death and dying (or to real or imagined 
or mental anguish) is something to be 
feared. 


DR. ROBERT KASTENBAUM has 


cited a study that supports the contention 
that there is barely any relationship be- 
tween what people think they think about 
death and the way they actually feel 
about it when it must be faced. 


Kastenbaum's researchers interviewed 


a group of housewives whose stated atti- 
tudes toward death ranged from strong 
faith in personal immortality to stoic ac- 
ceptance. The women were then invited 
to visit a number of hospital patients. 
They were told that some of the patients 
were terminal cases and others were 
simply sick. Regardless of how the wom- 
en said they viewed death, they all had a

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tendency to move close and talk ani- 
matedly with the "merely sick," while 
they inched away from those they 
thought were dying and looked anywhere 
but at these patients. 


Such apparent confusion among the liv- 


ing puts the dying in quite a predica- 
ment. They "no longer know what role to 
play. Most of them are already old and 
therefore 'worthless' by our standards. 
There's simply no place for a human 
death when the dying person is regarded 
as a machine coming to a stop," Kasten- 
baum says. 


MANY PROFESSIONALS believe that 


one reason we cannot easily cope with 
death, or the fear of it, is that we rarely 
witness a single death early in our lives. 
Current longevity coupled with increased 
family mobility has severely limited 
man's perception of death. 


Most Americans, too, expect to die 


away from home, and all but about one- 
third will die in hospitals or in old-age 
homes, called "human junkyards" by 
some. Mennwhile, their grandchildren 
can expect to grow to maturity without 
ever witnessing the death of a loved one. 


As philosopher Lewis Mumford ob- 


served at age 74, "The generations need 
each other. When death was a family af- 
fair, it brought the generations together. 
Now, it seems, death keeps the gener- 
ations apart"

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Collecting Coins...by Mart Reed 
Coins best inflation hedge? Financial expert says so 


Not generall known as a champion of 


numismatic investments, financial col- 
umn 1st Sylvia Porter nevertheless 
recently decided to tell It like it is. Coins 
are the best hedge against inflation. 


According to Mis* Porter's column, nu- 


mismatic coins grew 225 per cent in val- 
ue during 1972. Apparently having done 
her homework well, she quotes Franz 
Pick, the international currency expert, 
observing that only old firearms, which 
appreciated 175 per cent during the year, 
were even close to the gains Mr. Pick 
listed for numismatic investments. 


Her article was not so much an en- 


dorsement of coins or firearms as an in- 
vestment commodity as it was criticism 
of the more conventional forms of in- 
vestment for failing to do more than 
merely keep pace with the economic situ- 
ation. She qualified this further by noting 
that the annual rate of inflation is run- 
ning from 3.5 to 4 per cent as against 
regular savings methods returning only 
4.5 to 8 per cent after taxes. 
• * * 


It is interesting to note that while all 


coins do not necessarily enjoy a numis- 
matic status, some, particularly gold 
coins, are ideal investment commodities 
in their own right. These pieces are re- 


ferred to as common-date varieties is- 
sued in excessive quantities that depr- 
ives them of a rare or scarce classifica- 
tion. Many $20 gold double-eagles fall 
into that category. 


The investment value of a gold coin is 


determined by the amount of pure gold 
in its alloyed composition. A $20 gold 


piece for example, is composed of 900 
parts of pure gold alloyed with 100 parts 
of pure copper. A 90 per cent-10 per cent 
ratio. 


When double-eagles were issued for 


circulation, gold was valued at $20.67 an 
ounce. With a gross weight of 516 grains 
it Mows that 90 per cent would equal 
464.4 grains or .9675 multiplied by $20.67 
making the $20 gold piece worth exactly 
the face value noted on the reverse. But 
in 1934 its value was increased by almost 
70 per cent when the United States gov- 
ernment raised the price of an ounce of 
gold from $20.67 to $35, making the $20 
gold com worth $33,86. 


At the New York closing price on Feb. 


14, 1973 of $72.60 per ounce, the same 
coin would now be worth $70.24 on the 
world gold market. And it is conceivable 
that this price coidd double within the 
next five years if the present world mar- 
ket attitude continues as it has been 
doing over the past three years. After 
all, the same investment experts who 
predicted the $70 figure are now con- 
vinced that $175 per ounce by 1980 is not 
at all unlikely. 


One word of advice. While all this is 


perfectly honest and above-board, I 
strongly advise against buying or selling 


gold coins for any reason, unless the 
dealers or investment firms involved in 
the transaction are known for their ex- 
pertise and integrity. 
* * *

Postal Service boosts high-speed facing., canceling 


The U.S. Postal Service has expanded 


phosphor tagging of postage stamps, 
which facilitates high-speed facing and 
canceling of mall, to include stamp de- 
nominations ranging from 20 cents to IS. 


With the exception of the $1 Eugene 


O'Neill coil stamp, issued Jan. 12, the 
tagged stamps will be first placed on 
sale April 3 at the newly opened philatel- 
ic center in the FDR station, New York 
City. 


There will be no first day cancellations 


in keeping with a Postal Service policy 
on previously Introduced tagged stamps. 


The first U.S. tagged stamps were is- 


sued in 1963 for basic first-class mail. 
The phosphor coating Is virtually invis- 
ible. When mail bearing the tagged 
stamps is fed into the facing-canceling 
equipment, the stamp glows. This sends 
those letters into the proper channel so 
that all mail in that channel is stacked in 
the same position. Untagged mail goes 
Into another channel. 


The expanded tagging program is ex- 


pected to provide faster handling of 
"flats" or large envelopes. 


The new denominations tagged are: 20 


cents and 25 cents (in two forms — the 
Paul Revere coll and the Frederick 
Douglas sheet stamp), 30-cent, 40cent, 
50-cent and the $1 and the $5. These 
stamps will be available as a packet be- 
ginning April 4 from the Philatelic Sates 
Unit, Washington, D,C. 20036, at $7.90 
each plus a SO cent handling charge per 
order. A packet of untagged stamps will 
also be available at the same price.

Sunday mornings and holidays are spe- 


cial times for breakfast in Ireland This 
being the time of St Patrick's Day, It 
seems appropriate to suggest a real Irish

The menu would be porridge, followed 


by poached eggs and ham with cheese 
sauce potato cakes, Irish soda bread and 
strong Irish tea 


In case you've never made porridge, 


please believe It can be an attractive hot 
cereal Put 24 cups of boiling salted wa- 
ter In the top of a double boiler Sprinkle 
in h cup of regular rolled oats (not quick 
oats) and stir well to avoid any lumping 
Cook covered for 40 minutes, stirring 
from time to time Serve in heated bowls 
and top with a teaspoon of either honey 
or maple syrup Serves 6 


The egg and ham dish Is satisfying to a 


hungry man For each 2 servings, poach 
4 eggs lightly then put Into a heatproof 
dish Cover with chopped cooked ham (Mi 
to 1 cup depending upon your likes)-, then 
top with 1 cup cheese sauce and brown 
under the broiler tf you have heatproof 
serving dishes, prepare each serving sep- 
arately dividing Ingredients 


For the cheese sauce, melt 2 table- 


spoons butter and add 2 tablespoons 
flour stirring well Cook for 2 minutes 
Heat t cup milk and add gradually stir- 
ring to prevent lumping Cook for about 5 
minutes more Add "a cup grated parme- 
•san or sharp cheddar cheese, a pinch of 
nutmeg and a turn of the pepper grinder 
Pour over the eggs and ham for brown- 
ing as above 


FOR THE POTATO cnkes, mix togeth- 


er I tablespoon flour with ^ teaspoon 
salt 


Sprinkle the salted flour over 2 cups 


freshly mashed potatoes Knead lightly, 
then roll out on a floured board to Mi-inch 
thickness Cut Into serving-size pieces or 
into rounds with a cooky cutter 


Grease a griddle and when It's hot 


cook rakes until well browned on both 
sides Butter and serve at once Recipe 
makes 6 to 8 cakes

well as wear the green. St. Patrick's Day 
salads are delightful gelatin molds 
formed into gala Irish hats. Softened 
cream cheese forms the hatbands, half a 
pecan forms the buckle. Youngsters en- 
joy any novelty holiday food ... and the 
salad* are as nutritious as they are de- 
lectable. Into the molds go cabbage, cele- 
ry, nuts, and fresh grapefruit, the latter 
still In abundance on the market Citrus 
is the best natural source of vitamin C, 
too. a food element needed daily and es- 
pecially valuable during the cold and flu 
season. 


Grapefruit juice has a splendid way 


with corned beef, too, the main course of 
the St. Patrick's Day menu. The beef 
combines with onions, carrots and cele- 
ry, needs only a bowl of fluffy mashed 
potatoes as accompaniment. For dessert, 
holiday cake or cookies round out the 
menu.

grapefruit juice 


3 envelopes unflavored gelatin 
Vi tup sugar 
H4 teaspoons salt 
Wt cups cold water 


6 tablespoons white vinegar 
6 tablespoons lime juice 


Green food coloring 


1 cup shredded cabbage 
1 cup chopped celery 
% cup chopped nuts 
1 package (3 ounces) cream cheese 
12 pecan halves 


To section grapefruit, cut slice from 


top, then cut off peel in strips from top to 
bottom, cutting deep enough to remove 
white membrane, then cut slice from 
bottom. Or cut off peel round and round 
spiral fashion. Go over fruit again, re- 
moving any remaining white membrane. 
Cut along side of each dividing mem- 
brane from outside to middle of core. 
Remove section by section over bowl to 
retain juice from fruit. Drain sections; 
add additional grapefruit juice to make 
2"4 cups; reserve. Mix gelatin, sugar and 
salt in saucepan; stir in cold water. 
Place over low heat and stir until gelatin 
is dissolved. Add Z\'\ cups grapefruit 
juice, vinegar and lime juice. Add a few 
drops green food coloring. Pour 3 cups of 
this mixture into 15xlooU-inch jelly-roll 
pan. Chill until firm. Place remaining 
gelatin mixture In refrigerator and chill 
until consistency of unbeaten egg whites. 
Fold in grapefruit sections, 
cabbage, 


cellery and chopped nuts. Pour into 12 
muffin tins, 2 inches deep. Chill until 
firm. Remove pan of gelatin from refrig- 
erator. Cut into 3-inch circles. Remove 
with spatula and place on individual sal- 
ad plates to form base of hat. Remove 
gelatin from muffin tins; place on top of 
circle to form top hat. Decorate base 
wi'h softened cream cheese to make 
band of hat (use pastry tube); use pecan 
half for buckle Garnish with additional 
grapefruit sections if desired. Serve with 
mayonnaise. Yield: 12 individual salads. 


GRAPEFRUIT CORNED BEEF 


4 pounds corned beef 
2 onions, sliced 
1 rib celery, sliced 
1 carrot, sliced 
2 whole peppercorns 
l bay leaf 
V4 teaspoon dried leaf rosemary 
1 clove garlic, sliced 
2 tablespoons plus 1V4 teaspoons 


sugar, divided 


3 cups grapefruit juice 


Place corned beef in Dutch oven or 


flameproof casserole with cover. Add 
vegetables, peppercorns, bay leaf, rose- 
mary, garlic and 2 tablespoons sugar. 
Pour grapefruit juice over all Bring liq- 
uid to a boil, reduce heat, cover and cook 
over low heat 4 hours, until meat is ten- 
der. Turn meat hallway through cooking 
time. Transfer cooked meat to platter; 
keep warm. Strain cooking liquid, re- 
serving the cooked vegetables and 1% 
cups liquid. Discard bay leaf and pep- 
percorns. Add the vegetables, reserved 
liquid and remaining 1% teaspoons sugar 
to blender container and process at low 
speed until vegetables are pureed. Serve 
over sliced meat. Yield: 6 servings.

A social services career?

With the expansion of hospital social 


services, career opportunities are ex- 
cellent for students interested in this 
field, according to Dan MacL an, direct- 
or of Social Services at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center. 


Jobs are available in courts as proba- 


tion and parole officers, in schools, com- 
munity centers, welfare councils, mental 
health agencies, the Peace Corps and in 
research 


Openings are expanding fastest in hos- 


pitals, he said Hospitals hire profes- 
sional social workers who have earned at 
least a master's degree from an accre- 
dited school of social work. (Chicago 
area schools of social work include the 
University of Chicago, University of Illi- 
nois Circle Campus and George Williams 
College in Downers Grove ) 


In a hospital, social services workers 


function as directors, supervisors, educa- 
tors, consultants, practitioners and re- 
searchers A psychiatric social worker 
specializes as a team member helping 
the patient cope with mental problems. 


HOSPITALS ALSO hire social work as- 


sociates or assistants who hold a bach- 
elor's degree with a background in social 
welfare, sociology and related courses. 
Starting salaries compare with the teach- 
ing profession, MacLean said. 


High school students interested in so- 


cial work should study social and biolo- 
gical sciences advised MacLean, who 
provides career guidance at local high 
school assemblies He himself trained as 
a teacher and turned to social work, 
earning a master's in social services ad- 
ministration at the University of Chi- 
cago Before coming to Alexian Brothers 
he worked three years as a caseworker 
for the Cook County Department of Pub- 
lic Aid and as a psychiatric social work- 
er at Little Company of Mary Hospital

Medical social services 


aid the total patient

A young man is hospitalized after his 


arm is badly mangled in a industrial 
accident Speaking only Spanish, he be- 
comes very distraught. The patient con- 
fides, through an interpreter, that he is 
frantic about his young wife and baby. 


His family recently moved from rural 


Texas into the heart of Chicago and now 
they are afraid of the city, isolated from 
friends and have little money. To add to 
their confusion and despair, police have 
towed away the couple's automobile, be- 
lieving it to be abandoned. 


An umarried girl, pregnant and alone, 


comes to the hospital for treatment. Very 
young, in an emotional turmoil, with no 
family to help her, few friends and little 
financial resources, she needs help. 


The mother of a large family, suffering 


from a blood disorder, falls and fractures 
her hip. Her post hospital convalescence 
requires more immediate supervision 
and physical care than her family can 
adequately provide. But the patient 
wants to go home She resists going into 
an extended care facility which will bet- 
ter benefit her health. 


AN AILING woman of 75 quarrels with 


her landlady and leaves the rooming 
house in a huff. She is hospitalized. When 
she is discharged, she needs a per- 
manent home, but proud and indepen- 
dent, she refuses to admit she needs 
help. 


An out-of-state salesman 
suffers 


a heart attack. Hospitalized far from 
home without his family's support, he 
needs assistance to bring them to his 
side. 


Those who work in hospital social ser- 


vices know that people's problems are 
not always what they seem to be. Social 


workers, and those who assist them, help 
patients to solve their total human needs. 


"Medical social services is like no oth- 


er field. It's a vigorous, growing field!" 
Daniel MacLean, director of social ser- 
vices at Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
in Elk Grove Village, touts his profession 
as he explains how his staff operates. 


For example, the young motr jr from 


Texas is helped by a social work< r in her 
own neighborhood who explains I >aby sit- 
ting services that give her the opportuni- 
ty to meet and talk with her Chicago 
neighbors. Contacted by MacLean, the 
social worker also advises the woman 
how to apply for public aid, and provides 
transportation for her to visit her hus- 
band. 


AT ALEXIAN BROTHERS, social 


workers arrange child care during vis- 
iting hours, contact police who return the 
couple's car and explain work com- 
pensation that will help them with their 
finances. "And we visit such patients 
daily to let them know they have 
friends," MacLean said. 


Whether the person's difficulty is fi- 


nancial, emotional, social or all three, 
there's help from area hospitals They 
aid unwed mothers in making that initial 
adjustment to their plight and give them 
enough direction "to pick up the pieces " 
They then guide them in making prac- 
tical plans. 


Elizabeth Kane, rehabilitation social 


worker, assists patients in their practical 
planning. She counsels them in referral 
finances, nursing home requests, rehabi- 
litation needs and employment opportu- 
nities, for instance. 


Both emotional adjustment and prac- 


tical plans must be made when a patient 
is better off going into an extended care 


or permanent home facility (nursing 
homes and others) 


Brother Eugene Gizzi, social worker, 


helps patients to decide for themselves 
what is best for them. "It is sometimes 
difficult to convince elderly patients they 
need help," Brother Gizzi said with a 
smile. 


HE CITED THE geriatric patient who 


fled her rooming house. With Brother 
Gizzi's counseling and help from an area 
church, she now is living in a temporary 
home, but she needs permanent residen- 
cy "It isn't easy to get such an indepen- 
dent person to accept help," Brother Giz- 
zi pointed out. 


Many patients dread going into extend* 


ed care facilities. Social workers help al- 
lay their fears and counsel such patients 
to get the care that will best benefit their 
total health. With assistance from Dan's 
staff, the woman who fractured her hip 
eventually decided herself she would be 
helped most by the professional care giv- 
en in a good nursing home. Social ser- 
vices personally investigate all such fa- 
cilities they recommend for patients 


Hospital social services sometimes 


"serve indeed as the only friend in 
need," said MacLean. In the case of the 
away from home coronary patient, they 
contacted the man's family. His wife, 
fearful of flying, upset by her husband's 
illness and short of funds, arrived at the 
hospital an emotional wreck, the director 
recalled. 


Alexian Brothers provided a room, en- 


abled her to eat in the cafeteria, and the 
staff helped her "to bring it all together" 
during her husband's six weeks' con- 
finement, MacLean said 


MOST SOCIAL work carried out in hos- 


pitals involves giving short term coun- 
seling and crisis intervention. "We help 


the person to work through his problem 
to reach a goal," explained John Wasie- 
lewski, social worker assistant and for- 
mer Peace Corps member With in- 
tensive work, much can be accomplished 
in a short time, he added. 


Wasielewski helps patients to make fi- 


nancial arrangements, works as a hospi- 
tal representative in community youth 
services and helps to make extended 
care and permanent home placements 
He also gathers information on commu- 
nity materraty and adoption services. His 
1973 goal is to search out opportunities 
for the elderly in this area, he says. 


Initial contact with social services is 


vital to the patient's welfare "A bad 
first contact could turn people off," 
MacLean explained 


Dale Van Ess, staff secretary, sees 


that patients are put at ease and func- 
tions as "a very important member of 
the staff," according to the director Ja- 
net Le Mon, a registered nurse and home 
care coordinator, and William Budzvn, 
part-time social worker, round out Ale- 
xian Brothers social services staff of six 
and a half Their boss foresees a staff of 
20 some day 


HOSPITAL SOCIAL services are ex- 


panding rapidly at this time, according 
to MacLean. At Alexian the services 
recently extended into coronary care, pe- 
diatrics and alcoholism counselirg and 
will continue to expand where needs 
arise he said 


In striving to serve their patients total- 


ly, other area hospitals also maintain so- 
cial services The staff at Lutheran Gen- 
eral in Park Ridge numbers 20, North- 
west Community in Arlington Heights 
has five and Holy Family in Des Plaines, 
two. 


Concern for living standards ruining America

The American people's overriding con- 


cern for "standard of living" has been at 
the expense of their "quality of life," 
charged John MacGregor, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology and anthropology at 
Western Washington State College, Bel- 
lingham. at the second National Con- 
gress on the Quality of Life in Chicago 
last week. 


"The 'gross' national product seems to 


be aptly named," said MacGregor during 
the three-day American Medical Associ- 
ation congress which examined the 
middle years. 25-45 


A number of beliefs and values stand 


between the American people and a qual- 
ity life experience, he said. Our "physi- 
calism." or view that the physical, con- 
crete and tangible Is the ultimate reality, 
has placed limits on our life experience 
and led us to • value system of material- 
ism. 


"MATERIALISM 18 unquestionably 


the overriding value system of American 


society; it predominates in defining in- 
stitutional arrangements, organizational 
goals, interpersonal relationships, and of 
course the stratification system," he 
said "Our materialism forces us into the 
m e r r y-go-round of acquisition, con- 
spicuous consumption, waste, planned 
obsolescense and more acquisition." 


Americans view the world as a set of 


problems to be solved by rational means, 
he continued. We seek to control nature 
with weapons, wheels, irrigation, air con- 
ditioning and hurricane seeding and have 
paid the price by raping our land in the 
process. 


"WHILE RATIONALISM is a powerful 


enough force on its own, its effects are 
magnified greatly by the companion val- 
ue system, the Protestant ethic . .. The 
Protestant ethic enjoins the individual to 
work hard, to strive, to amass symbols 
of worldly success — and thereby to 
prove to himself and others that he has 
led a worthy life and has earned the 
right to a preferred seat in heaven," 


MacGregor claimed. "The Protestant 
ethic is the justification of the worldly 
activities of rationalist man It defies the 
secular values of the market place and 
work world — it makes them not only 
respectable but divine. 


"Any social costs or consequences are 


p u r e l y secondary to the accom- 
plishments. They can be atoned for with 
acts of philanthropy, which expunge the 
individual from any blame. The only los- 
ers in all of this are the people and re- 
sources exploited in the process — a 
small price to pay in carrying out God's 
work." 


MACGREGOR CONTINUED by blast- 


ing Americans' objectivism, defining 
reality as "something separate from 
me," and their scientism, a value system 
that raises objective science to the status 
of religion. 


We objectively analyze ourselves, he 


said. "It is schizophrenia. Objectivism is 
in large part responsible for our ability 
to watch in a curious, detached, bemused 


way as thousands die in a storm, as 
men's guts spill on a battlefield or as air 
pollution makes it more difficult to 
breathe. 


"Scientism convinces us that our de- 


tached approach to reality is responsible 
for 'the good life,' 'progress,' our 'stan- 
dard of living.' Where there are prob- 
lems or failures, science will find the an- 
swer .. . In the technological society our 
technology generates problems which we 
believe can only be solved through the 
application of further technology. At this 
point the vicious cycle becomes a down- 
hill spiral." 


WHAT MACGREGOR TERMS "our SO- 


cial Darwinism" and progress allow man 
to delude himself even further with the 
idea that everything he has created Is 
good. Drawing on social concepts such as 
"survival of the fittest" and "natural se- 
lection" we can justify war, business mo- 
nopoly and racism, he said. 


If our belief in evolution itself cannot 


convince us of the rightness of change, 


the value system of progress will provide 
the necessary delusion We have devoted 
our lives to rationalistic struggle to 
achieve and we must be making progress 
or we would have to view ourselves as 
failures, he said. 


Americans live with the belief that 


mankind is the center of the universe to 
the point that we have created God to 
reflect our egocentric image of our- 
selves. 


"IN DOING OUR DUTY to the father- 


like image of God we are actually prost- 
rating ourselves at our own feet. The 
Bible is ... 
full of injunctions to us to 


have stewardship, dominion over all the 
earth and all forms of life upon it. It is 
the primer for our delusions of grand- 
eur," he said. 


"Our total value system supports this 


belief," he continued. "It is right that 
man should tame nature, should subordi- 
nate the other species, should conquer 
space. Man is a doer, a mover, his mani- 
fest destiny is to seize the reins of con- 


trol . . A high value is placed on action 
for action's sake. 


"We scrape away the earth so we can 


pour our concrete, and erect our steel so 
we can live together in congestion, and 
spend money on artificial parks to re- 
place the natural environment we de- 
stroyed in the first place," he said. "We 
spend billions trying to conquer space, 
trying to beat other nations to the solu- 
tion . . . conveniently blinding us to the 
press of unresolved problems here on 
Earth 


"WE STRIVE, compete, do when 


there's nothing to do, feel guilty, bored 
or restless when we're on vacation. We 
assuage the feeling somewhat by taking 
along trail bikes, power saws and water 
skis Now our dominion is complete not 
only on the job but off the job as well." 


Our survival as a society, MacGregor 


said, is dependent on the development of 
more human values — values oriented 
towards persons rather than objects, to- 
wards quality of life rather than stan- 
dard of living.

While the FDA is being congratulated 


by many for Its recent proposals con- 
cerning nutritional labeling of food, Con- 
gressman Ben Rosenthal (D-N.Y.) has 
Issued a stinging indictment of the pro- 
posals and introduced legislation that 
would impose considerably tougher re- 
quirements on manufacturers. 


Pointing out that the FDA's proposals 


are "essentially voluntary in nature," 
Rosenthal advocates that there be "no 


loopholes - this type of labeling should 
be mandatory." 


HE PREDICTED that the FDA's con- 


dition requiring mandatory labeling only 
when nutritional claims are made in ad- 
vertising "might discourage rather than 
encourage such claims in order to avoid 
the FDA labeling requirements." 


He said that while the FDA claims it 


hasn't the authority to require full In- 
gredient labeling, when he introduced 
legislation to "do just that, the FDA op- 
posed it" His current bill, the Nutri- 
tional Labeling Act, would make all such 
labeling mandatory.

zine, an article entitled "Love Among the 
Cabbages" gives credence to the theory 
that plants can receive a man's thoughts 
and feelings 


Lots of people joke about some garden- 


ers talking to their plants, but the data 
indicates that plants do have something 
akin to feelings, that they appreciate 
being noticed, worry when a dog comes 
near them, and react when violence 
threatens their well-being, as well as 
give signs of sympathy when harm be- 
falls humans, animals or insects in their 
environment (Perhaps this means you 
should not keep plants if you work in a 
city jail, mental institution or rivet facto- 
ry ) 


BEFORE YOU decide to write this one 


off as the lunatic fringe, be advised that 
Charles Darwin, Luther Burbank and 
other eminent scientists were also ridi- 
culed when conducting plant research 
into the offbeat unknown. 


Cleve Backster. a New York lie detec- 


tor specialist, hooked electrodes to plants 
back in 1966. A report of Backster's find- 
ings was first published in the Wall 
Street Journal under the headline "Be 
Kind to Your Plants — You Could Cause 
a Violet to Shrink." Many people have 
heard of Backster's experiments — sub- 
jecting plants to threats to well-being 
tests such as burning the leaves, isola- 
tion, etc. 


The scientific community reacted posi- 


tively to Backster's discoveries, since 
more than 7,000 scientists have asked for 
copies of his original work. Between 20 
and 30 universities are believed to be 
conducting similar research. 


Lesser known are the experiments at 


the Soviet Institute of Plant Research, 
where a corn stalk planted in a glass 
container was denid water for several 
weeks but did not die. Instead, it re- 
mained as healthy as other corn stalks 
grown in the usual way". Somehow, the 
Russian botanists say. water was trans- 
ferred from the healthy plants to the

If 
500 pairs of half-peas were wired in 
series, said Bose. the electric discharge 
would amount to 500 volts, more than 
enough to explode a human being 


Luther Burbank (the pride of Burbank, 


Calif) contended that plants responded 
to his mental images, indicating some 
form of intelligence and transmission of 
thought He reasoned that spines and oth- 
er negative aspects of plants were devel- 
oped as self-defenses against predators 
and that if love and protection were giv- 
en a spiny cactus, it might be encour- 
aged to stop growing spines (I have a 


report for Luther, rest his soul: Ever 
since I heard this, I've trieu w« sugges- 
tion, without success.) 


Other experiments seem to imply that 


if you want healthy plants, you might try 
telling them ghost stories, talking sex, 
playing Bach or Ravi Shankar music — 
but never acid rock. 


MOST OFFBEAT is the story of 'Dr. 


Paul Blondel, professor at Blake College, 
San Diego, who contends through ex- 
periments that cabbages, tomatoes, and 
potatoes are vulnerable to kindness and 
flattery, while exotic flowers like orchids 
are most nervous and temperamental. 


According to the Harper's story, an en- 


gineer from the Xerox Co. has been 
studying the Backster phenomena in or- 
der to stimulate a plant into tripping a 
light switch by mere thought control. 
More sensational are the experiments of 
Paul Sauvin, an electronics technician 
who built equipment to mentally trigger 
a device through a philodendron 
2-'/4 


miles away. If anyone can, Sauvin may 
be the first to determine whether the 
energy of ESP travels either at, or faster 
than, the speed of light. 


Whatever the communication may be 


that is linking the plant to the human 
being is unknown. Backster tests have 
shown that neither lead shield nor glass 
bell jar — nor distance — in any way 
block or jam communication. 


"We're in another dimension," Backer 


is quoted as saying . . . "A scientific 
twilight in which something can go from 
point to point without going between and 
without consuming time to get there."

Pheasant Run built its reputation on 


the gambit of big name stars to attract

That's the way I feel about Joan Ben-

As Mrs. Baker in "Butterflies," she

Work to halt 
White Pine Ditch 
erosion to begin 


Renovation to halt erosion of White 


Pine Ditch will begin as soon as possible, 
according to the Buffalo Grove Village 
Board. 


The board voted earlier this week to 


begin the project before it is too late and 
has to wait another year. 


At some points the east bank of the 


ditch has eroded so much that It is within 
10 feet of the lot lines of some homes. If 
unchecked, the erosion could eventually 
wash away the backyards of these 
homes, according to village officials. 


The first phases of the project, which 


will probably be completed this year, 
will cost between $20,000 to $21,000. 


IT WILL INCLUDE grading down the 


west bank of the ditch and using some of 
the excess soil to fill in the eroding east 
bank. Drainage tiles would then be in- 
stalled and grass wuuld be planted to 
prevent further erosion. 


Teachers get 
6 pet. boost 
in salaries 


A • per cent Increase in teacher sala- 


ries has been approved by the Dist. 96 
School Board. 


Beginning teachers in that district win 


start at $8,000 with a Bachelor's degree 
and no teaching experience. 


The higheat salary specified in the 


schedule is $12,760. It require* a master's 
degree, IS additional semester hours and 
IS years' teaching experience. There are 
some teachers who could top this rate 
with more experience or additional edu- 
cation. 


Besides the salary schedule, the school 


board approved the following extra- 
curricular pay for teachers: 


• $1,000 for coaches of all sports. 
• $250 for coaching football. 
• $800 for coaching basketball. 
• $SOO for coaching spring sports in- 


cluding baseball and track. 


• $300 for cheerleadlng sponsor. 
• $150 for coaching each intramural 


activity. 


• $150 for directing the eighth grade 


play. 


• $300 for the band director. 


Teachers also will receive $25 for ev- 


ery semester hour of schooling in which 
they are enrolled, up to 10 tours. They 
will be allowed 10 days of sick leave, 
which is cumulative up to 110 days in 
addition to two days personal business 
leave. 


The salary schedule approved for 1973- 


74 is comparable to other pay in sur- 
rounding school districts. Dist. 96 does 
not have formal negotiations as do many 
of the area districts. 


The west bank is being graded to make 


it less deep. The bank in some places is 
as deep as eight feet. Some residents 
have said the high bank is a hazard to 
children playing in the area. 


Although the village will finance most 


of the project, the park district said it 
will donate $2,500. Village Mgr. Daniel 
Larson said he consulted the Illinois De- 
partment of Conservation about obtain- 
ing state or federal funds for the project, 
but was told no money was available. 


The village board, however, has de- 


cided to include money for the improve- 
ments in the next village budget. "This 
project should have high priority and 
definitely should be budgeted," said 
Trustee Thomas Mahoney. 


AFTER THE INITIAL improvements 


are made, the village plans to develop 
the area into a park and wildlife pre- 
serve. Larson said the project would be 
completed in stages. 


At completion, the park area will be 


attractively landscaped and will Contain 
barbecue pits and picnic tables, Larson 
said. 


Three of the six acres in the area will 


be devoted to the wildlife preserve where 
corn, oats and berries will be planted to 
Attract wildlife. 


When the project is completed the area 


will probably be turned over to the park 
district which will be responsible for its 
maintenance, Larson said. 


Larson said the White Pine Ditch runs 


about 1,200 feet and empties into Buffalo 
Creek. It is located just west of White 
Pine Road and affects about 30 homes, 
he added. 


The ditch has been part of the village 


for about two years, although it has been 
maintained by the village for the last 
five years.

Wheel tax bill introduced in House

A bill that would give counties explicit 


power to levy a wheel tax in unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House. 


House Bill 515, sponsored by a down- 


state Republican, is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional in circuit 
court. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Basis for the ordinance is the home rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes. 


If the bill is passed, counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 


$10 to $20 per year per car with no fee 
limitations on commercial vehicles. The 
county ordinance imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks. 


Rep. A. T. McMaster, R-Oneida, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill is the result of hearings held by 
his committee last year. He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated 
they would like such a bill. 


"I DON'T SAY I'm in support of all 


bills that came out of our hearings," 
McMaster said yesterday. "The bill just 
gives the permission. The responsibility 
is with the county boards and I don't 


mind giving them the responsibility. Af- 
ter all, cities and villages have the power 
to charge for vehicle stickers." 


The bill has been assigned to the noun- 


ties and townships committee for study 
but no date has yet been set for a hear- 
ing on the issue. 


Cook County Board Pres. George 


Dunne said yesterday he was not aware 
the bill existed. He did say he was in 
favor of the concept of such a bill. "I 
think counties ought to have that right," 
he said.

The Illinois Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional an Oak 
Park ordinance that levied a special tax 
on a shopping center. 


The court ruled that, while borne rule 


units have the power to levy a special 
tax, they may do so only "in the manner 
provided by law." In the Oak Park case, 
there was no law providing for such • 
tax. 


"The importance of the decision is that 


the county did not have any legislation 
enabling them to write a wheel tax ordi- 
nance when they wrote it," Gilligan said. 
The ordinance was passed in December, 
1971.

They're just repeating what they 
hear at the dinner table from their par- 
ents," she said philosophically. 


She and her family have come to i)es 


Plaines from neighborhoods that were 
racially mixed, where their subdivision 
home was similar to others on the block 
and it made no difference what color a 
person's skin was. They don't Uke Chi- 
cago and are leery of venturing into 
"troubled" neighborhoods. What's more, 
they don't like Des Plaines and the cold 
shoulder that's been turned on them. 


"I THINK I could take open hostility 


easier than this undercurrent," she said, 
"I've always known this kind of thing 
existed but I guess because I've never 
lived with it before I didn't really believe 
it." 


So they live here — or exist here might 


be the better term — and there will be 
no fond farewells when they leave. 
They'll move on and Des Plaines, the 
community we feel so comfortable in, 
will remain a bitter memory, a story 
they can tell to others about a small, 
closed suburb northwest of Chicago 
where some people aren't welcome.

Wheel tax bill introduced in House 


by KAREN BLECHA 


A bill that would give counties explicit 


power to levy a wheel tax in unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House. 


House Bill 515, sponsored by a down- 


state Republican, is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional in circuit 
court. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Basis for the ordinance is the home rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes. 


If the bill is passed, counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 
$10 to $20 per year per car with no fee 
limitations on commercial vehicles. The 
county ordinance imposes a --yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks 


Rep A. T. McMaster, R-Oneida, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill is the result of hearings held by 
his committee last year. He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated 
they would like such a bill. 


"I DON'T SAY I'm in support of all 


bills that came out of our hearings," 
McMaster said yesterday. "The bill just 
gives the permission. The responsibility 
is with the county boards and I don't 
mind giving them the responsibility. Af- 


ter all, cities and villages have the power 
to charge for vehicle stickers." 


The bill has been assigned to the coun- 


ties and townships committee for study 
but no date has yet been set for a hear- 
ing on the issue. 


Cook County Board Pres. George 


Dunne said yesterday he was not aware 
the bill existed. He did say he was in 
favor of the concept of such a bill. "I 
think counties ought to have that right," 
he said. 


Jack Gilligan, president of the Pros- 


pect Heights Improvement Association 
(PHIA) which co-sponsored the suit 
against the county's Wheel tax, said the 
PHIA will fight passage of the bill. If it 
becomes law, he said the PHIA would 
challenge its constitutionality 


"The bill doesn't really bother us 


What does bother us is that the legisla> 
ture does pass a lot of bills they admit 
are mistakes And then we, the littl* 
people, have to pay for the mistakes," he 
said. 


THE COUNTY ordinance was declared 


constitutional last August when Judge 
Raymond Sarnow said the tax did not 
provide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violated the home rule 
provision. An Illinois Supreme Court 
hearing on the county's appeal to the rul- 
ing is scheduled for later this month. 


Gilligan said he is sure the Supreme 


Court will sustain the lower court's deci- 


sion. He cited a recent case involving the 
Village of Oak Park as added assurance 
the PHIA will win. The Illinois Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional an Oak 
Park ordinance that levied a special tax 
on a shopping center. 


The court ruled that, while home rule 


units have the power to levy a special 
tax, they may do so only "in the manner 
provided by law." In the Oak Park case, 
there was no law providing for such a 
tax. 


"The importance of the decision is that 


the county did not have any legislation 
enabling them to write a wheel tax ordi- 
nance when they wrote it," Gilligan said. 
The ordinance was passed in December, 
1971.

TOUHY AVENUE became one-way 


eastbound from Rte. 83 to Nicholas 
Boulevard and one-way westbound from 
Rte. 83 to Lively Boulevard on Sept. 27, 
1971, against the protests of businessmen 
in Centex Industrial Park. 


The firms along Touhy Avenue ob- 


jected to a one-way street, saying it 
would be inconvenient to their customers 
and truckers. Several businessmen said 
they would be willing to pay for a tem- 
porary traffic signal as an alternative so- 
lution. 


AT THAT time village police said acci- 


dent statistics showed unsuccessful at- 
tempts by motorists to cross the six-lane 
Rte. 83 on Touhy Avenue had made the 
intersection the worst traffic hazard in 
the village. In an attempt to reduce acci- 
dents, the village board made Touhy one- 
way so it was illegal to proceed on Touhy 
Avenue across Rte. 83, or make turns 
from Touhy onto Rte. 83. 


Spees cast the only dissenting vote to 


make Touhy one-way in 1971. 


AT TUESDAY'S meeting, Trustee Ed 


Kenna made the motion to return Touhy 
Avenue to a two-way street as recom- 
mended by the judiciary, planning and 
zoning committee. He said the street was 
made one-way temporarily to solve a 
heavy traffic street problem caused by 
road construction in the area. 


Kenna's motion was rejected with a 4-3 


vote. Kenna, Nanci Vanderweel and Rob- 
ert Burning voted for a two-way street, 
and Spees, Ron Cherntck, Ted Stackfler 
and Pres.

power to levy a wheel tax in unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House. 


House Bill 515, sponsored by a down- 


state Republican, is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional in circuit 
court. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Basis for the ordinance is the home rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes. 


If the bill is passed, counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 
$10 to $20 per year per car with no fee 
limitations on commercial vehicles. The 


county ordinance imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks. 


Rep. A. T. McMaster, R-Oneida, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill is the result of hearings held by 
his committee last year. He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated 
they would like such a bill. 


"I DON'T SAY I'm in support of all 


bills that came out of our hearings," 
McMaster said yesterday. "The bill just 
gives the permission. The responsibility 
is with the county boards and I don't 
mind giving them the responsibility. Af- 
ter all, cities and villages have the power 
to charge for vehicle stickers." 


The bill has been assigned to the coun- 


ties and townships committee for study 
but no date has yet been set for a hear- 
ing on the issue. 


Cook County Board Pres. George 


Dunne said yesterday he was not aware 
the bill existed. He did say he was in 
favor of the concept of such a bill. "I 
think counties ought to have that right," 
he said. 


Jack Gilligan, president of the Pros- 


pect Heights Improvement Association 
(PHIA) which co-sponsored the suit 
against the county's Wheel tax, said the 
PHIA will fight passage of the bill. If it 
becomes law, he said the PHIA would 
challenge its constitutionality. 


"The bill doesn't really bother us. 


What does bother us is that the legisla-

ney Devon Avenue and in. Rte. 53 for a 
m u l t i-million-dollar single-family and 
multi-family housing project was not the 
answer to the village's dilemma. 


He said that at a meeting Monday with 


village officials, Pres. Charles Zettek 
told the residents that if zoning and an- 
nexation of the land were denied, the de- 
velopers may get the necessary zoning 
from Cook County. Zettek said having 
the project built under village control 
may be better than for the county to al- 
low the developers to build in any man- 
ner .they choose. 


THE DEVON-53 developers have asked 


the village to annex 237 acres of the 267- 
acre project currently in unincorporated 
Cook County and zone all the land for the 
housing development. 


"Annexation is admitting the devel- 


opers can get zoning from the county, 
and we don't feel this is necessarily 
true," Meyer said. "We feel the trustee* 
should not automatically throw in the 
sponge and annex." 


HE SAID HIS group would meet to or- 


ganize into committees to cover the en- 
tire village. He added their goal in the 
petition drive was for 4,000 to 5,000 signa- 
tures. 


Meyer said the developers have been 


turned down at least twice for annexa- 
tion. "If they (developers) are turned 
down again, what makes it so apparent 
they will start building right away?" he 
said. "They have bad county multi-fami- 
ly zoning on 77 acres since 1968, and they 
haven't built yet." 


He said that with the magnitude of the 


proposed project it was important to an- 
nex the land into the village to get fi- 
nancing to build the development. Re- 
jecting annexation could block the fi- 
nancing and stop the development, he 
said. 


MEYER ADDED he thought Oat with 


the expertise the village plan commis- 
sion is obtaining through hiring an attor- 
ney and planning consultant on the proj» 
ect, the village could successfully fight 
the rezoning of the laid in the county. 


"We do not accept the answers given 


by Zettek as grounds for annexation," 
Meyer said. "There is sufficient reason 
to believe the rezoning could be fought In 
court. They (village officials) should be 
putting their efforts to fighting the rezon- 
ing instead of accepting it" 


Meyer said the anti-Devon-53 campaign 


leaders were directing their efforts to 
defeat the rezoning and were not sup- 
porting or opposing any particular candi- 
date in the April 17 village election at 
this time. However, he said they were 
paying close attention to the trustee 
races because it is the trustees who wffl 
vote on the development The president 
votes only in the case of a tie.

ELK GROVE

The back shop of Perren Gerber and 


Associates in Wheeling looks like an 
elves workshop. It is full of giant Easter 
eggs, gingerbread castles, reindeers and 
fairies. 


But instead of being elves, the workers 


at Perren Gerber make elves ... and 
pixies and bunnies and gingerbread men. 
And when they're done, all these whim- 
sical creatures come to life through me- 
chanical animation. 


The animated displays conceived, de- 


signed and produced in the Wheeling 
workshop end up in shopping centers and 
department stores throughout the coun- 
try during the holiday seasons. For ex- 
ample, there is a bunny band of musical 
rabbits which will soon be seen in the 
windows of Marshall Field and Co. at 
Woodfield Mall in Schaumburg. 


According to Perren Gerber, one of 


three partners in the firm, shopping cen- 
ters are beginning to turn from tradition- 
al "run-of-the-mill" decorations to ani- 
mated displays. He said the displays, 
which come as a complete unit, can be 
used over and over during several differ- 
ent holiday seasons. 


"IT'S A MATTER of building a tradi- 


tion for a shopping center," he said. 
"People are now willing to spend the ex- 
tra money for an investment." 


Because the displays are viewed as an 


investment, the firm often gets orders in 
stages so that a new display will be built 
every year until the total design is com- 
plete. Gerber said his storeroom is now 
full of Christmas fairies and gingerbread 
men that will be added to a shopping 
center display in Maryland next winter. 


Gerber, who handles most of the de- 


sign and selling work, likes to plan dis- 
plays for each shopping center individ- 
ually. He explained that this makes it 
possible to take advantage of the struc- 
tures already in existence, saving money 
in designing the displays. 


For example, the designer said he is 


now working with the architects of a new 
shopping center in New York so the holi- 
day display area will be built right into 
the center. 


"WE WILL NOW be involved in the 


building of it right up until the time it 
opens," he said. "By doing it this way, 
the money they will save in the following 
years will be astronomic." 


Gerber said most shopping centers or 


stores do not have any set ideas about 
their holiday decorations when they first 
approach his firm. "In most cases they 
will say, 'Will you come see our center 
and make a recommendation?' " he said. 


Once the designs are approved, the 


building of the displays begins. Gerber 
sculpts models of his animated figures in 
clay, and then sends them to another 
firm to be mold casted in a special rub- 
ber. 


Gerber said that this is the only aspect 


of the operation not done in the Wheeling 
shop. He said mold casting is a special- 
ized skill which has been perfected "by 
the old-time masters." 


"IT WOULD TAKE another two gener- 


ations of operation for us to perfect it to 
the level they already have," Gerber 
said. He added that his firm used to do 
their own molding but couldn't get the 
same results as the old-timers. 


When the rubber forms come back 


looking like transparent yellow gnomes, 
the second partner, George Schnoor, 
goes to work. He is the expert in ani-

mating the figures, using various types 
of motors and mechanical devices. 


Schnoor likes to downplay his skill. 


When asked if there are any special 
tricks to animating the figures, he said, 
"Just don't get your fingers caught in 
the motor." 


But his labors in getting a guitar-play- 


ing rabbit to tap his foot in rhythm 
showed there is considerably more to 
this art. 


Gerber feels Schnoor is probably the 


best animator in the field. "He plays it 
down considerably," he said. "But it 
takes an intellect and an imagination 
that you can't learn at school." 


ACCORDING TO Gerber, Schnoor has 


a knack for getting a natural softness to 
the movement of his figures. "It's an un- 
derstanding of the way the body moves," 
he said. "It's such a complete under- 
standing of the machinery that it doesn't 
become an obstacle." 


Schnoor is also the one who builds the 


little tree houses and gingerbread castles 
that house his figures. Right now the 
firm is experinenting with using a new 
foam for these structures. Each new type 
of building is first prepared in ex- 
perimental form, and then these models 
are set outdoors to be tested against the 
weather. 


Currently the rear of the firm's build- 


ing is decorated with lighted Christmas 
ornaments, strings of lights and a min- 
iature tree house. 


Besides the tree houses, bunnies and 


elves, the firm also works with live ani- 
mals, particularly at Easter time. These 
animals are used in live displays such as 
bunny villages, chicken and duck in- 
cubators, and small animal zoos. 


GERBER SAID that the firm's busi- 


ness includes whatever needs to be 
known to make displays work. "It's 
whatever the situation calls for," he 
said. "We haven't limited ourselves at 
all." 


This sometimes ranges from knowing 


how many chickens will hatch in an in- 
cubator to understand how to blend the 
fur on mechanically animated bunnies. 
But Gerber admits he doesn't like the 
business aspect of the company, and hap- 
pily leaves all the facts and figures to his 
wife, Sandy, the third partner. 


According to Gerber, it is his wife who 


keeps the firm on a sound economic foot- 


ing while he and Schnoor experiment 
with new display ideas and techniques. 
He said because of this constant ex- 
perimentation, the firm often loses mon- 
ey. 


FOR EXAMPLE, an experiment in 


changing the fur on the bunny band from 
white to brown can wipe out the profit in 
building the display. 


But Gerber said his experimentation is 


what makes their product a good one. 
"We've gotten better and better, and we 
lose less and less," he said. 


More importantly, the people who work 


at Perren Gerber and Associates enjoy 
their work. "Nobody dreads coming to 
work in the morning," Gerber said. 


In fact, Schnoor, Gerber and his wife 


seem to enjoy the bunnies, elves and 
fairies as much as the children who will 
eventually watch them wide-eyed in the 
shopping centers.

if no new source of revenue is found by 
fall.

said yesterday the usual $1,000 grant 
from the Palatine Park District will al- 
low the band to present its summer con- 
cert series, "but then we'll be down to 
nickels and dimes."

But because of other demands on mu- 


nicipal funds, the viUage board last year 
dropped its appropriation to the band, 
and has given no indication of restoring 
it to this year's budget. 


TO MAKE UP for the loss, the band is 


exploring other possible sources. 


• The musicians' union residual fund 


may give each band member $30, which 
in turn would be given to the band; 


• The township may provide a grant 


from its federal revenue sharing funds. 


Both organizations have been asked for 


funds by the village band. "We don't 
need much," Stephenson said. "A thou- 
sand dollars will go a long way." 


Costs include paying the conductor, 


renting space for winter concerts, print- 
ing programs, repairing and replacing 
instruments and purchasing sheet music. 


Stephenson figures the band could get 


by without new music, by continuing to 
borrow music from schools. "But we 
really need to replace the bass drum," 
he said. "And the saxophone has to be 
overhauled'." 


Some money has been raised through) 


the sale of albums recorded by the band 
(available at the Chamber of Commerce 
office for $4.95 each); $700 by charging 
admission to winter concerts; and $800 
by using funds saved from previous 
years. 


"We're okay till the end of the sum* 


mer," Stephenson said. But then, without 
a new source of revenue, "we'll be in big 
trouble."

A bill that would give counties explicit 


power to levy a wheel tax In unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House, 


House Bill 515, sponsored by a down- 


state Republican, is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional in circuit 
court. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Basis for the ordinance is the home rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes. 


If the bill is passed, counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 
$10 to $20 per year per car with no fee 
limitations on commercial vehicles. The 
county ordinance imposes 
a yearly 


charge of $10 to $15 for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks. 


Rep. A. T. McMaster, R-Oneida, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill is the result of hearings held by 
his committee last ye.ir. He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated

Death mystery: 
was it beating 
or epilepsy? 


Francisco Garcia Medina, Chicago, 


died yesterday afternoon at Northwest 
Community Hospital of injuries sustained 
in the parking lot of the Arlington Park 
Tower Hotel Monday. Police believe Me- 
dina may have died from a beating or an 
epileptic seizure. 


Medina, 37, was found Monday by 


Arlington Heights police in the hotel park- 
ing lot. He'was taken to the hospital 
where he was treated for a cut above his 
ear, but later was found to have suffered 
a skull fracture. Medina was then trans- 
ferred to the intensive care unit. 


Arlington Heights detectives were able 


to locate Dr. Vicente S. Vizcaino, a doc- 
tor in San Francisco, Calif, who had been 
treating Medina for epileptic seizures. 
Dr. Vizcaino told detectives that Medina 
could have been subject to violent seiz- 
ures, but he could not be definite because 
he saw his patient infrequently. 


Medina was unavailable for question- 


ing while at the hospital. 


Employed as a house man by the Ar- 


lington Park Tower Hotel, Medina made 
frequent trips to Mexico.

"I DON'T SAY I'm in support of all 


bills that came out of our hearings,"

PHIA will fight passage of the bill. If it 
becomes law, he said the PHIA would 
challenge its constitutionality. 


"The bill doesn't really bother us. 


What does bother us is that the legisla- 
ture does pass a lot of bills they admit 
are mistakes. And then we, the little 
people, have to pay for the mistakes," h« 
said. 


THE COUNTY ordinance was declared 


constitutional last August when Judge 
Raymond Sarnow said the tax did not 
provide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violated the home rule 
provision. An Illinois Supreme Court 
hearing on the county's appeal to the rul- 
ing is scheduled for later this month. 


Gilligan said he is sure the Supreme 


Court will sustain the lower court's deci- 
sion. He cited a recent case involving the 
Village of Oak Park as added assurance 
the PHIA will win. The Illinois Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional an Oak 
Park ordinance that levied a special tax 
on a shopping center. 


The court ruled that, while home rule 


units have the power to levy a special 
tax, they may do so only "in the manner 
provided by law." In the Oak Park case, 
there was no law providing for such a 
tax. 


"The importance of the decision is that 


the county did not have any legislation 
enabling them to write a wheel tax ordi- 
nance when they wrote it," Gilligan said. 
The ordinance was passed in December, 
1971.

Schmltt made the statement during a 


city council meeting Tuesday and trig- 
gered another debate on whether the city 


New Wilke Rd. 
contribution 
decision off 


The Rolling Meadows City Council ha* 


delayed a decision on whether to contrib- 
ute $30,000 for the extension of New 
Wilke Road from Algonquin Road to Golf 
Road. 


By a 6-4 vote, the council agreed to 


table consideration of an agreement call- 
Ing for the city to pay Cook County 
130.000 for continuation of the work on 
New Wilke. $20.000 of which will be reim- 
bursed to the city by the Isenstein-Park- 
er Development Co., owners of the land 
surrounding the proposed road. 


Passage of the agreement was consid- 


ered only a formality, since the council 
two weeks ago approved a measure ap- 
propriating the funds for the project. But 
Aid. Thomas Souilan (1st) said he did 
not approve of the city expending the 
•unds since a 1908 preannexatlon agree- 
ment with the developers called for the 
total cost of the new road to be absorbed 
by the developers. 


"AT THE TIME the pre-annexation 


was made, we agreed to a certain den- 
sity which I believe was 17 persons per 
acre, and that the developer would be 
responsible for putting in Wilke Road ac- 
cording to county specifications," Scan- 
Ian said yesterday. Scanlan said the devel 
opers have asked for a lesser density 
zoning now, but he does not feel approval 
of this should include that the city pay 
for a portion of the road. 


"I'm of the opinion that nothing has 


changed except that they (the devel- 
opers) want the city to share in the cost 
of the road," Scanlan said. "Once a deal 
is made, it should be kept." 


Some aldermen, however, did not want 


to delay awarding the money because 
the move might stall completion of the 
estimated $1,020,000 project. Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer said the decision should be 
made to allow the county time to let bids 
on the project. The two-week delay could 
mean bids will not be let until the fall and 
nullify an early completion date for the 
project, Meyer said. 


"They're running out of time and we're 


running out of time," Meyer said. But 
Scanlan said lie wanted City Atty.

MEMBERS OF the finance committee

Wuerch (1st). 


Schmitt chided the aldermen's silence, 


and said he felt certain aldermen were 
"questioning his appointment" and com- 
petency by not voicing support for the 
welfare office. 


"Not one alderman championed the ap- 


pointments (of Schmitt and Prete) that 
night because none of you knew about 
what the welfare department does," he 
charged. Schmitt said he personally has 
been recognized by presidents and gover- 
nors for work in getting jobs for the men- 
tally handicapped and accused aldermen 
of not being aware of that work. 


Schmitt's remarks were a rebuttal to 


the finance committee's decision last 
week to hear the center's request for 
$2,001. The center, which will lose $32,000 
in federal funding this year because of 
the dismantling of the Office of Econom- 
ic Opportunity, based its request on fig- 
ures showing it served 105 families in 
Rolling Meadows last year. ' 


Death mystery: 
was it beating 
or epilepsy? 


Francisco Garcia Medina, Chicago, 


died yesterday afternoon at Northwest 
Community Hospital of injuries sustained 
in the parfcng lot of the Arlington Park 
Tower Hotel Monday. Police believe Me- 
dina may have died from a beating or an 
epileptic seizure. 


Medina, 37, was found Monday by 


Arlington Heights police in the hotel park- 
ing lot. He was taken to the hospital 
where he was treated for a cut above his 
ear, but later was found to have suffered 
a skull fracture. Medina was then trans- 
ferred to the intensive care unit. 


Arlington Heights detectives were able 


to locate Dr. Vicente S. Vizcaino, a doc- 
tor in San Francisco, Calif, who had been 
treating Medina for epileptic seizures. 
Dr. Vizcaino told detectives that Medina 
could have been subject to violent seiz- 
ures, but he could not be definite because 
he saw his patient infrequently. 


Medina was unavailable for question- 


ing while at the hospital. 


Employed as a house man by the Ar- 


lington Park Tower Hotel, Medina made 
frequent trips to Mexico. 


Police are continuing their In- 


vestigation. 


Some city officials, including Mayor 


Roland Meyer, have angrily denounced 
the request, charging the city has no con- 
trol over the center and that the center 
duplicates services already provided by 
the city.

In Palatine Township election 
GOP plans to fight big government 


Expanding Palatine Township services 


and staving off encroaching big govern- 
ment head the list of planks for the Re- 
publican township platform released this 
week. 


Preparing their campaign strategy for 


the April,3 election, Republicans are 
pointing to a two-front battle in the race 
— the Democratic Party slate and the 
League of Women Voters, both groups 
which support abolishing Palatine Town- 
ship government. 


Instead of eliminating township gov- 


ernment, the Republican slate advocates 
strengthening the local form by increas- 
ing township programs and grassroots 
cooperation. 


THE CURRENT township board of 


auditors, all Republicans, rejected peti- 
tions submitted by the Palatine LWV in 
August requesting a referendum on the 
question of abolishing township govern- 
ment. On advice of their attorney, the 
board decided that the vote at this point 


would be unconstitutional, since the state 
legislature has not passed a bill stating 
who would assume the duties of the 
township if it is defeated at the polls. The 
most likely government to take over 
some of the township's current duties is 
Cook County. 


"There is no doubt who controls the 


county board," said Howard I. Olsen, 
who is running for a third term as Re- 
publican township supervisor. 


"As Republicans, we will do all we can 


to prevent the spread of big city machine 
politics to our area. Through continued 
people-oriented programs and policies, 
Palatine Township will continue to war- 
rant its model township reputation," Ol- 
sen said. 


SPECIFIC PLANKS in the Republican 


platform are: 


• To preserve, promote and expand 


township services, while "bearing in 
mind the need to control the tax burden 
we all share." 


• "To dedicate ourselves to the con- 


cerns of the people," including mental 
health, children, youth, elderly and the 
poor. 


• To "resist the ploys of those who 


would shrug off our local responsi- 
bilities" with a "let-someone-else-do-it" 
attitude, by recognizing that local prob- 
lems can best be remedied at the local 
level. 


• Foster greater cooperation with all 


local governing bodies to reach common 
goals. 


• To "work faithfully to get more of 


the responsibilities of uncontrolled big 
government relocated to a closer, more 
local, more responsive level of govern- 
ment," to give townships more voice in 
issues of planning, zoning, health and 
ecology. 


Some services that could be affected if 


the township government is abolished, 
Olsen said, is voter registration, general 
assistance, youth services at the Bridge, 


tax and assessment services, draft regis- 
tration, hunting and fishing licenses, 
highway""maintenance and assistance to 
senior citizens. 


VOTER REGISTRATION currently is 


taken at the township and county offices 
for unincorporated residents, and also at 
the villages for residents of the munici- 
palities. The township highway mainte- 
nance is restricted to about 80 miles of 
township roads in unincorporated re- 
gions.

incumbents Bernard Pedersen, assessor;

A bill that would give counties explicit 


power to levy a wheel tax in unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House. 


House Bill 515, sponsored by a down- 


state Republican, is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional in circuit 
court. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Basis for the ordinance is the home rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes. 


If the bill is passed, counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 
$10 to $20 per year per car with no fee 
limitations on commercial vehicles. The 
county ordinance imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks. 


Rep. A. T. McMaster, R-Onelda, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill is the result of hearings held by 
his committee last year. He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated 
they would like such a bill. 


"1 DON'T SAY I'm in support of all 


bills that came out of our hearings," 
McMaster said yesterday. "The bill just 
gives the permission. The responsibility 
is with the county boards and I don't 
mind giving them the responsibility. Af- 
ter all, cities and villages have the power 
to charge for vehicle stickers." 


The bill has been assigned to the coun- 


ties and townships committee for study 
but no date has yet been set for a hear- 
ing on the issue. 


Cook County Board Pres. George 


Dunne said yesterday he was not aware 
the bill existed He did say he was in 
favor of the concept of such a bill. "I 
think counties ought to have that right," 
he said.

If it 
becomes law, he said the PHIA would 
challenge its constitutionality. 


"The bill doesn't really bother us. 


What does bother us is that the legisla- 
ture does pus a lot of bills they admit 
are mistakes. And then we, the little 
people, have to pay for the mistakes," he 
said. 


THE COUNTY ordinance was declared 


constitutional last August when Judge 
Raymond Sarnow said the tax did not 
provide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violated the home rule 
provision. An Illinois Supreme Court 
hearing on the county's appeal to the rul- 
ing is scheduled for later this month. 


Gilligan said he is sure the Supreme 


Court will sustain the lower court's deci- 
sion. He cited a recent case involving the 
Village of Oak Park as added assurance 
the PHIA will win. The Illinois Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional an Oak 
Park ordinance that levied a special tax 
on a shopping center. 


The court ruled that, while home rule 


units have the power to levy a special 
tax, they may do so only "in the manner 
provided by law." In the Oak Park case, 
there was no law providing for such a 
tax. 


"The importance of the decision is that 


the county did not have any legislation 
enabling them to write a wheel tax ordi- 
nance when they wrote it," Gilligan said.

IPSA to deliver only third and fourth 
class mail. Paoli, however, talks as if 
first class IPSA mail delivery is immi- 
nent. 


He followed up on the offer on the 


IPSA green and white plastic mail 
pouches residents find hung on their 
front door. "Be Your Own Boss," the ad 
says, inviting people to be mail carriers 
and invest in a route. 


Paoli said be paid $1,000 for the 


Prairie Ridge Apartments route, and 
also delivers pouches on several other 
routes he doesn't own. One of these is 
Hilldale Village, a route still looking for 
an owner. 


"The $1,000 was the best investment 


I've ever made," Paoli said. His wife 
Dottie, who helps with the mail job, said 
the investment was returned within six 
months. 


Makes dean's list 


Bruce Chamblin of 3103 Hawk, Rolling 


Meadows, was recently named to the 
dean's list at Iowa Wesleyan College in 
Mount Pleasant, Iowa. 


Delivery is on a per-piece basis, Paoli 
said. IPSA, an Oklahoma-based firm, be- 
gan operation in 1968, he said, and has 
spread across the country. The Illinois 
subsidiary, recently purchased by Mail 
Systems, Inc., started about a year ago. 


IPSA DELIVERS advertising leaflets 


and brochures for small stores and large 
companies at a cost below the U.S. Post- 
al Service. Companies are promised mail 
will go out on the designated day. 


For Paoli, the IPSA job is a family 


affair, and one he doesn't consider work. 
The kids help in bagging the leaflets and 
delivering them, and Paoli said he pays 
them for their efforts instead of just giv- 
ing them a weekly allowance. 


His full-time job at Hall Printing runs 


from midnight to 8 a m., and a couple of 
days a week he finds time to do his deliv- 
ering. 


"I can't get up in the mornings, and 


this is ideal for me as I can work my 
own hours." 


Being an IPSA mailman has its lighter 


moments. Like the time 10 puppies fol- 
lowed Paoli down the block as if he were 
the Pied Piper of dogdom. The mail 
must go through, Paoli said, reciting the 
rain and sleet verse, and inclement 
weather is as much a part •»* the job as 
people irritated by more "junk" mail. 


"I tell people who complain we deliver 


items like the Sears catalogue and sam- 
ples. If they want, they can call IPSA to 
stop delivery But usually they change 
their mind when I mention the cata- 
logues." 


PAOLI SAID he enjoys his route so 


much he plans to buy some more. Even- 
tually he may get into the mail business 
full-time. "I may buy a dealership — but 
they cost about $25,000 — and then I can 
sell the individual routes in my area." 


The dealer supervises delivery as well 


as making money on each piece of mail 
carried to each resident. 


The mail for this area comes from the 


IPSA office in Elgin. 


"We have spies," Paoli said, laughing, 


when asked if anyone knows whether the 
mail is just dumped in the Fox River. 


He said he's been a "spy" a couple of 


times, and carriers, especially route 
owners interested in increasing custom- 
ers, are pretty reliable. 
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Village to hear 
refuse sack study 
results in July 


Details of a proposed refuse sack col- 


lection system should be ready for pre- 
sentation to the Hoffman Estates Village 
Board in July. 


Developers 
may be asked 
to buy lights 


The desirability of requiring devel- 


opers to install street lights along any 
state or county roads bordering their 
property will be studied by the Schaum- 
burg Village Plan Commission. 


The village board Tuesday night di- 


rected the commission to look into the 
safety and esthetics factors of such a 
program, and to consult the village es- 
thetics committee in its deliberations. 


A recommendation for the study was 


made by Trustee James Guthrie, chair- 
man of the boards building, legal and en- 
gineering committee, and Joseph Zgoni- 
na, village engineer. 


Guthrie noted the village ordinances 


require installation of lights at access 
drive* for business establishments, and 
the committee wished consideration of 
the desirability of having them else- 
where. 


Trustee Herbert Aigner suggested in- 


stallations at regular Intervals along ma- 
jor thoroughfares, such as Higgtns, Golf 
and Rosalie roads, might also be desir- 
able. "Do we want it as brightly lit as 
this or not, or Just at entrances?" he 
asked. 


MAYOR ROBERT 0. Atcher agreed 


the village "needs a street lighting pro- 
gram." He suggested that any recom- 
mendation might include a directive that 
lighting In inner areas of commercial 
parkins lots, those sections not along 
public roads, be turned off during night 
hours. An example be mentioned was 
lighting along Woodfield and Mall drives. 
Extinguishing 60 per cent of the lights 
after 9:30 p.m. would conserve energy, a 
benefit during the current power short- 
age, and save money, be said. 


Zgonlna noted he had recommended 


lighting installation along all major 
routes, particularly state and county 
highways, as a means of reducing the 
potential for traffic accidents. 


Atcher agreed developers could be re- 


quired to install the lights as construc- 
tion and residency takes place. But he 
said he did not favor lighting such areas 
until their populations Justified it. 


The mayor also directed Zgonina to 


ask state and county officials if funding 
aid would be available for light in- 
stallation at major intersections, where 
those agencies have installed wide divi- 
der strips in roadways. The wide strips 
confuse driven, who sometimes turn into 
the wrong traffic lanes because they are 
unable to see clearly at night, said At- 
cher. 


In a series of work sessions, program 


planning will be finalized by an adminis- 
trative team headed by Village Mgr. 
George Longmeyer and three members 
of a subcommittee of the Environmental 
Concerns Committee. 


Using information collected by the sub- 


committee sine? its formation in August, 
Longmeyer will assemble a work plan 
for implementation, financing and bag 
distribution. A target date of June 12 has 
been set for completion of this phase of 
the project. 


Trustee Diane Jensen and Sharon Hoff- 


man will draft a proposed ordinance on 
the sack system for presentation to the 
village board. John Rausch will be re- 
sponsible for preparing bag specifica- 
tions. Mrs. Jensen is chairman of the en- 
vironmental committee; Mrs. Hoffman 
and Rausch are members. 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. Jensen, monthly 


meetings of the subcommittee will be 
discontinued in favor of Wednesday 
morning work sessions planned to begin 
at village hall in several weeks. 


The subcommittee was created follow- 


ing village board endorsement of toe con- 
cept of sack refuse collection though 
trustees failed to adopt a recommended 
program at the time. 


The proposal, based on evaluation of 


results of a 10-week test conducted 
last spring, recommended adoption by 
ordinance of a mandatory bag program. 
It did not, however, specify either paper 
or plastic and allowed for voluntary use 
of bag holders. 


The subcommittee was asked to come 


up with more specific recommendations, 
suggested distribution methods and a 
plan for transition from the use of con- 
ventional garbage cans to a sack system. 


A public hearing is planned prior to 


firm adoption of a bag refuse collection 
program.

Health chief high on new department

Robert Grossmann, R.S., reads the 


nameplate on the desk. 


After 10 months on the job, the man 


behind that desk is convinced Schaum- 
burg is a healthy community in which to 
live and work. 


And, after all, as chief of the health 


department, he is in the best position to 
judge. 


"For a department that has only been 


in existence since last April, we have 
been able to accomplish a lot because of 
the excellent cooperation given us by all 
other areas of village administration," 
says Grossman, a registered sanitarian 
(R.S.) for the past 11 years. 


GROSSMANN WOULD like to see a 


dwelling code effected in an effort to con- 
trol future problems. "A building code 
tells us how to build but a housing code 
tells us how to live in what has been 
built," he explains. Such regulations 
would set minimum standards (for both 
public and private buildings) for basic 
equipment, light, ventilation, use and lo- 
cation for human development, he con- 
tinued. 


He defines public health as "pre- 


ventive medicine" and calls Sandberg 
and himself "basically educators." 


Some of their duties include inspection 


of food establishments (a minimum of 


four times annually) which include gro- 
cery stores, restaurants, food processors, 
mobile vendors and vending equipment 


Wells and private sewage disposal sys- 


tems are also in their bailiwick and must 


be inspected. Particular care must be 
exercised when areas serviced by these 
facilities come into the village system, 
Grossmann stressed. This includes prop- 
er capping and other required abandon- 


ment procedures, he said. 


OTHER RESPONSIBILITIES include 


licensing and inspection of barber and 
beauty shops, hotels, motels and swim-

of Mount Prospect may be conducted 
this fall. 


At a village budget hearing Tuesday, 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert stated the cen- 
sus should be conducted so the village 
will obtain additional revenue from the 
motor fuel tax fund and state income tax 
rebates. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley, who 


agreed that the special census was nec- 
essary, estimated It would cost about 
$15,000 to have the census taken. Tei- 
chert pointed out however, that the cen- 


Wheel tax 
bill in 
state House

A bill that would give counties explicit 


power to levy a wheel tax in unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House. 


House Bill 515, sponsored by a down- 


state Republican, is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional in circuit 
court. The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Basis for the ordinance Is the home' rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes. 


If the bill is passed, counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 
$10 to |20 per year per car with no I'M 
limitations on commercial vehicles. The 
county ordinance imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks. 


Rep. A. T. McMaster, R-Onelda, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill is the result of hearings held by 
his committee last year. He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated 
they would like such a bill. 


"I DONT SAY I'm in support of all 


bills that came out of our hearings," 
McMaster said yesterday. "The bill just 
gives the permission. The responsibility 
is with the county boards and I* don't 
mind giving them the responsibility. "Af- 
ter all, cities and villages have the power 
to charge for vehicle stickers." 


The bill has been assigned to the coun- 


ties and townships committee for study 
but no date has yet been set for a hear- 
ing on the issue. 


Cook County Board Pres. George 


Dunne said yesterday he was not aware 
the bill existed. He did say he was In 
favor of the concept of such a bill. "I 
think counties ought to have that right," 
he said. 


Jack Gilligan, president of the Pros* 


pect Heights Improvement Association 
(PHIA) which co-sponsored the suit 
against the county's Wheel tax, said the 
PHIA win fight passage of the bill. If it 
becomes law, be said the PHIA would

sus would pay for itself if it showed an 
increase of at least 1,000 persons in the 
village population. 


"We'd get it back in spades," Eppley 


said cf the $15,000. For each resident, 
Teichert said, the village receives ap- 
proximately $16 a year from the two 
fund rebates. 


CURRENTLY, the MFT funds and 


state income tax rebates the village re- 
ceives are based on a population of 
45,228, the 1970 census figure. 


Personally, Teichert said he believes 


the population is now closer to 50,000 and 
at least 48,000. Using the $16 figure, this 
means the new census would bring in an 
additional $44,352 if the population is in- 
deed 48,000, and more if the population is 
greater. 


Teichert said developments such as the 


Frediani subdivision in the southern por- 
tion of the village have been built since 
the 1970 census. (The area annexed to 
the village in 1971 is included in the offi- 
cial population, as its population figure 
was extracted from the 1970 census and 
added to the village's 1970 population fig- 
ure.) 


The new census figure, when obtained, 


would not affect the village's portion of 
federal revenue sharing funds, Eppley 
said. According to the federal law that 
set up that program, only the 1970 census 
(figures can be used for determining a 
municipality's share. 


"I'M NOT worried about that one," 


Teichert said. "My concern is with the 
MFT money and the income tax rebate." 


The census would probably be sched- 


uled for September, as most of the cur- 
rent building season will be over by then. 


No member of the village board (all 


but Kenneth Scholten were present) ob- 
jected to having the special census. Ep- 
pley is to inquire Into the exact cost of 
such a census and report back to the 
board. 


Court denies 
Taras challenge 


The objection made by Michael P. 


Taras, 2215 N. Champlain St., Arlington 
Heights, who charged the Wheeling 
Township Republican candidates were 
improperly slated, has been struck down 
in Cook County circuit court. 


The township officer's electoral board 


voted to sustain the motion entered by 
the candidates on the ground that there 
was no legal objection. 


Taras charged specifically that Wheel- 


ing Township legal counsel Richard A. 
Cowen did not notify the public that Law- 
rence Carrozza, Wheeling Township high- 
way commissioner, was not seeking re- 
election to that post. 


According to Taras, this prevented him 


from filing a petition to run in the April 3 
election. 


The Republican candidates contended 


they were following the rules of the Re- 
publican party caucus, and according to 
the rules, Taras, or any other eligible 
person could have been nominated on the 
date set by the caucus. 


Taras was unavailable for comment.

Too many new employes? Furst thinks so 
Personnel key issue in budget talks 


Personnel will apparently be the key 


issue during Mount Prospect Village 
Board discussions of the proposed 1973-74 
village budget. 


At least one village trustee, Donald B. 


Furst, has indicated he believes too 
many new employes are to-be hired un- 
der the proposed budget. He based his 
concern not on whether the employes are 
needed but on whether the village would 
be able to afford the added personnel in 
subsequent years. 


The proposed budget, drawn up by Vil- 


lage Mgr. Robert J. Eppley and Finance 
Director Richard L. Jesse, calls for the 
hiring of 13 policemen, 10 firemen, a sec- 
retary and part-time sanitarian for the 
health department, 
<a deputy building 


code enforcement officer, a deputy fi- 
nance director, a full-time planner and a 
secretary for the village clerk's office. 


"We seem to have increased the per- 


sonnel services quite dramatically," 
Furst said at Tuesday's budget hearing. 
"But it isn't just the salary we pay for." 
He mentioned hosprtaBzation, sick leave 
and retirement benefits as some of the 
costs (in addition to salaries) that in- 
crease when more employes are hired. 


IN ALL, Furst said he thought the 


budget was inflated some $300,C JO. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert and Eppley 


disagreed with Furst's interpretation of 
the budget. Teichert said the village's 
annual increase in revenues could be 


charted and it would most likely show 
that the village will be able to afford ad- 
ditional personnel. He said that each 
year, sales tax revenue increases and the 
village's assessed valuation go up, bring- 
ing in more revenue without increasing 
the village tax rate. 


"I don't see where normal rises in the 


assessed valuation will make up the dif- 
ference," Furst said. He said he felt it 
was wrong to use revenue sharing funds 
for hiring personnel, as that was not "a 
one shot" deal. 


Teichert disagreed that revenue shar- 


ing funds were a temporary source only, 
as the program has been approved for 
five years. "I consider it more reliable 
than sales tax, which could be wiped out 
tomorrow by the state legislature," he 
said. 


AT LEAST two laws have been pro- 


posed to redistribute the sales tax rebate 
among all Illinois communities, Teichert 
said. 


"We have to spend if we are going to 


provide the services we say we want to 
give to the people," Teichert said. 
"When we add personnel, we also add a 
compound factor. There is no doubt 
about that, but we have to make the de- 
termination. We (the board) have to de- 
cide how much of an increase we can 
make in personnel and still have the vil- 
lage stay solvent." 


As for how revenue sharing funds were 


allocated, Teichert said Eppley could 
have listed almost anything in the budget 
under revenue sharing. Instead of per- 
sonneel, he could have listed fire equip- 
ment, the mayor continued. The listing 
was only done, he said, because the fed- 
eral law requires it. 


"We just treated the revenue sharing 


funds as any other revenue," Teichert 


said. Eppley agreed and said that were it 
not for the revenue sharing funds, "we'd 
be coming in for a new source of reve- 
nue." 


Independent village trustee candidate 


Leo Floras, who criticized the budget in 
a press release Monday, did not attend 
the public hearing. Mayoral candidate 
Albert J. Motsch was in the audience.

Having failed to reach agreement on a 


contract Monday night, Mount Prospect 
officials and representatives of the local 
Combined Counties Police Association 
chapter will meet for a sixth time March 
22. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said

However, the Herald has learned from 
several sources that an agreement be- 
tween the two sides is still a long way off 
and may not be reached before the vil- 
lage board adopts the budget for next 
year. 


The policemen are seeking a written 


contract, a wage hike of about 7 per 
cent, fc-ir personal days off a year, a 
better vacation package, longevity pay 
increases, time-and-a-half for overtime 
and establishment of formalized griev- 
ance procedures. It is believed that the 
village has only offered a pay increase 
within the federal 5% per cent guide- 
lines. 


Although there was some mention at 


Tuesday's village board budget hearing 
of the number of new policemen and fire- 
men to be hired, the board members did 
not discuss salaries or other aspects of 
the negotiations.

challenge its constitutionality. 


"The bill doesn't really bother us 


What does bother us is that the legisla- 
ture does pass a lot of bills they admit 
are mistakes.

THE COUNTY ordinance was declared 


constitutional last August when Judge 
Raymond Sarnow said the tax did not 
provide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violated the home rule 
provision. An Illinois Supreme Court 
hearing on the county's appeal to the rul- 
ing is scheduled for later this month. 


Gilligan said he is sure the Supreme

The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Association (PHIA) should know by the 
end of the month if the Illinois Supreme 
Court will hear its case for incorporation, 
an attorney for the association said yes- 
terday. 


"We're on the docket now. I expect a 


determination by the end of March," 
said Don Kreger, who has been involved 
in the case since PHIA filed its in- 
corporation petition two years ago. 


The association filed an appeal with 


the high court after the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court and Illinois Appellate Court 
ruled as invalid PHIA's petition for in- 
corporation as a city. Judges said the 
petition did not meet state requirements 
because neighboring municipalities have 
not given consent to incorporation. Ar- 
lington Heights and Wheeling have ob- 
jected to the proposed city. 


IF THE SUPREME Court rules in 


favor of the association, it would take 
about two years before Prospect Heights 
actually would be functioning as a city, 
according 
to Jack 
Gilligan, PHIA 


president 


"We'd have to get our petition ap- 


proved, hold the referendum and then 


elect the corporate officials to establish 
the city," he said. 


If the Supreme Court does not agree to 


hear the appeal, PHIA won't give up its 
battle for incorporation. 


"We have other options,' Gilligan told 


PHIA board members at a meeting 
Tuesday night. "We could repetition for 
a hearing. We could go through the legis- 
lature. Or we could talk about gerryman- 
dering. There's a possibility if we change 
our boundaries we can get consent from 
Arlington Heights." 


Last year the association attempted to 


get an amendment to a bill passed in the 
Illinois General Assembly that would al- 
low an area the size of Prospect Heights 
to incorporate without consent of other 
municipalities. The amendment was de- 
feated. 


SEVERAL BOARD members object to 


any changes in the proposed city bound- 
aries. 


"I don't think those boundaries should

The committee also voted to recom- 


mend to the village board that it require 
disconnection of all downspouts that lead 
directly into sewers within one year. A 
selective downspout disconnection ordi- 
nance already has been applied to tbe 
Ridge Park area.

passed by the committee include the pro- 
hibition of construction on flood plains 
without a special permit from the village 
board and an ordinance requiring max- 
imum separation between household 
sump pumps to discourage illegal con- 
nections.

Death mystery: 
was it beating 
or epilepsy? 


Francisco Garcia Medina, Chicago, 


died yesterday afternoon at Northwest 
Community Hospital of injuries sustained 
in the parking lot of the Arlington Park 
Tower Hotel Monday.

Road fund vote delayed 


The Rolling Meadows City Council has 


delayed a decision on whether to contrib- 
ute $30,000 for the extension of New 
Wilke Road from Algonquin Road to Golf 
Road. 


By a e-4 vote, the council agreed to 


table consideration of an agreement call- 
ing for the city to pay Cook County 
$50,000 for continuation of the work on 
New Wilke, $20,000 of which will be reim- 
bursed to the city by the Isenstein-Park- 
er Development Co., owners of the land 
surrounding the proposed road. 


Passage of the agreement was consid- 


ered only a formality, since the council 
two weeks ago approved a measure ap- 
propriating the funds for the project. But 
Aid. Thomas Scanlan (1st) said he did 
not approve of the city expending the 
funds since a 1968 preannexation agree- 
ment with the developers called for the 
total cost of the new road to be absorbed 
by the developers. 


"AT THE TIME the pre-annexation 


was made, we agreed to a certain den- 
sity which I believe was 17 persons per 
acre, and that the developer would be 
responsible for putting in Wilke Road ac- 
cording to county specifications," Scan- 
Ian said yesterday. Scanlan said the devel 
opers have asked for a lesser density

zoning now, but he does not feel approval 
of this should include that the city pay 
for a portion of the road. 


"I'm of the opinion that nothing hiu- 


changed except that they (the devel- 
opers) want the city to share in the cost 
of the road," Scanlan said. "Once a deal 
is made, it should be kept." 


Some aldermen, however, did not want 


to delay awarding the money because 
the move might stall completion of the 
estimated $1,020,000 project. Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer said the decision should be 
made to allow the county time to let bids 
on the project. The two-week delay could 
mean bids will not be let until the fall and 
nullify an early completion date for the 
project, Meyer said. 


"They're running out of time and we're 


running out of time," Meyer said. But 
Scanlan said he wanted City Atty. Don- 
ald Rose to compare the preannexation 
agreement with the pending agreement 
to determine whether the city should 
spend the money. 


Rose said be would study the two and

Garbageman 


Methods of providing garbage service vary from 


community to community, a fact which sometimes 
gives us a hard time with newcomers who move 
here from areas where the service was paid for out 
of city taxes. These people, therefore, tend to think 
of their former service as "free," even though they 
paid for it in higher taxes. 


Actually, in most communities, disposal service 


is supplied by a private contractor who, because he 
is organized solely for that purpose, can usually do 
it more efficiently and at less cost, which is then 
reflected in lower local taxes. 


For example, a recent government survey of 


California cities showed that 296 out of 399 cities 
(74%) use a private contractor for refuse service — 
generally, by issuing to him an exclusive franchise 
on a 5-year to 20-year basis. 


This is the system used locally.

Wheel tax bill introduced in House

A bill that would give counties explicit 


power to levy a wheel tax in unincorpo- 
rated areas has been introduced into the 
Illinois House 


House Bill SI'S sponsored by a down- 


•state Republican is similar to a Cook 
County wheel tax ordinance that has 
been declared unconstitutional In circuit 
court The decision is now being ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court 
Basis for the ordinance is the home rule 
provision in the 1970 Illinois Constitution, 
which gives large governmental units 
power to levy taxes for special purposes 


If the bill is passed counties would 


have the right to levy a wheel tax from 
$10 to $20 per year per car with no fee 
limitations on commercial vehicles The 
county ordinance imposes a yearly 
charge of $10 to $15 for cars, with gradu- 
ated rates for trucks 


Rep A T McMaster R Oneida, spon- 


sor of the bill and chairman of the House 
counties and townships committee, said 
the bill is the result of hearings held by 
his committee last yeai He said county 
officials throughout the state indicated 
'hey would like such a bill. 


•'I DON'T SAY I'm in support of all 


hills that came out of our hearings " 
McMaster said yesterday "The bill just 
gives the permission The responsibility 
is with the county boards and I don't 
mind giving them the responsibility

ter all cities and villages have the power

The bill has been assigned to the coun- 


ties and townships committee for study 
but no date has yet been set for a hear-
